THE FALL OUTLOOK. 

We certainly may be allowed to assert con¬ 
fidently in the largest number of The Publish¬ 
ers’ Weekly that we have ever issued that 
the business prospects for the fall and winter 
season are cheering and rest on good founda¬ 
tion. Economists, political writers, and theo¬ 
rists agree that history records no such period 
of production and consumption as that in 
which we in this country are living at pres¬ 
ent. In many trades mammoth plants are taxed 
beyond their utmost capacity, and manufac¬ 
turers are beginning to fear that their facilities 
of capital, machinery, and distribution may 
come to a standstill for lack of raw material. 
Indeed, a scarcity of material is already felt 
in several trades. The demand for metals of 
every kind is reaching fabulous proportions. 
As yet, neither the practical men who are giv¬ 
ing their whole minds to the study of cause 
and effect, nor the theorists have been able to 
account for this great boom in consumption. 
All are agreed, however, that production has 
increased out of all proportion with past prog¬ 
ress, and all are convinced that consumption 
will keep steady pace with production. That 
this will be so in the book trade seems already 
settled beyond question. 

We have reports from 114 publishers. These 
have in hand upwards of 1800 books. Though 
the cost of manufacture has been increased, 
owing to a rise in the price of paper, and such 
a number of books calls for a vast outlay of capi¬ 
tal, the publishers seem in excellent spirits, 
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and for the present are so busy that it is im¬ 
possible as yet to talk over fall prospects with 
them. Travelling salesmen report the retailer 
also in a more hopeful mood and ready to stock 
up, although naturally bewildered by the vast 
number and variety of books to choose from. 

The literary outlook is also satisfactory. 
The publishers are far ahead of last year in 
the quality of the books they are preparing. 
Last year’s output was chiefly literature of 
ephemeral and timely interest; this year many 
works of true literature are announced. Nov¬ 
els and juveniles amount to almost one-half of 
the books forthcoming, but among them are 
many fine pieces of work, and the tone of all 
promises to be distinctly healthier and to make 
appeal to a more cultivated reading public. 
Historical fiction is in the lead, and history, 
also, is the foundation of the more notable 
children’s books. 

Some of the most important publishing un¬ 
dertakings are in the department of biography 
and memoirs. “ The Memoirs of Victor Hugo," 
two biographies of Millais, Marion Crawford’s 
Life of Leo xm., Sidney Lee’s “George 
Eliot;’’ “ Froude," by John Oliver Hobbes; two 
biographies of Thackeray, two of Abraham 
Lincoln, Purcell’s Cardinal Newman, and Ed¬ 
mund Gosse’s “ Life of John Donne," are only 
chosen at random from a very rich list. In 
general literature an eagerly-expected book 
will be E. C. Stedman’s “American Anthology;" 
and students of literature will note among the 
announcements “ The Troubadours at Home," 
by Justin H. Smith; “Gipsy Folk Tales," by 
Francis H. Groome; “The Personal Opinions 
of Balzac;’’ “The Mind and Art of Poe’s 
Poetry;’’ “Browning Study Programmes;" 
and “The Development of the English Novel," 
by Wilbur L. Cross. Travel holds its own, and 
a book or more is announced describing almost 
every land. Starting “ With Nansen in the 
North," the reader may go through all the 
world to the end of South Africa with Knox- 
Little. Valuable art works are also a feature 
of the season’s output, and the very newest 
methods of reproduction of paintings and ar¬ 
tists’ drawings will be shown by several pub¬ 
lishers. Rudyard Kipling seems still in the 
zenith of his fame. No less than seven pub¬ 
lishers show on their lists books written by 
him, books written about him, and several cal¬ 
endars, birthday-books, and arrangements of 
his favorite verses and stories. Among the 
timely books are three biographies of Dewey 
and a multitude of books upon the political 
questions of the hour concerning the Philip¬ 
pines, the Boers, Dreyfus, various schemes of 
taxation, methods of election, and many books 
covering other more local issues.

Brentano’s announcement embraces a varied 
assortment ol “good things” in fiction, and 
artistic editions of standard favorites, or fav¬ 
orite standards. In fiction a notable volume 
will be “ Cashel Byron’s Profession,” by G. 
Bernard Shaw, a clever and whimsical study 
of English social life, published years ago be¬ 
fore the author had attained his fame as a 
play-writer. Its hero is a prize-fighter and his 
life-history is a satire on the hypocrisy and 
inconsistency of society as it exists to-day in 
almost all countries of high civilization. 4 4 The 
Shellback,” by Alec J. Boyd, is a thrilling 
story of life on the sea in the last generation, 
giving a vivid picture of fast-vanishing condi¬ 
tions. It has an introduction by Morgan Rob¬ 
ertson, the well-known writer of sea tales; 
“One of Cleopatra’s Nights,” under which 
title appears a collection of Theophile Gautier’s 
short stories; and “ Michael Dred, Detective,” 
by Marie and Robert Leighton, are just out, 
and new editions are in preparation of Jessie 
Fothergill’s “The First Violin,” with illustra¬ 
tions after wash drawings by George W. Bren- 
neman; and of “ Love Letters of a Portuguese 
Nun,” by Josephine Lazarus. Handsome holi¬ 
day books will be made of “The Standard 
Opera Glass,” by Charles Annesley, with a 
prelude by James Huneker, detailing the plot of 
123 operas, with critical and biographical re¬ 
marks; of Clement Moore’s ever-new “It Was 
the Night Before Christmas.” which will have 
entirely new illustrations by J. C. Chase; of 
“An Old Family,” describing the Setons in 
Scotland and America, illustrated with up¬ 
wards of a hundred illustrations from rare 
originals; of 44 The Handbook of Heraldry,” 
by John E. Cussano, with upwards of 400 
illustrations; and of a number of Japanese 
books and calendars. To the Promegranite 
Series will be added various books by Kipling 
and editions of Fitzgerald’s and McCarthy’s 
“Omar Khayyam;” and to the Pompadour 
Series will be added “The Ballad of Reading 
Gaol” and “ Clarimonde,” by Gautier, trans¬ 
lated by Lafcadio Hearn. 

Brown & Co., Boston, announce “Ralph 
Waldo Emerson,” an essay by Dr. Edward 
Everett Hale, to which are added two little- 
known essaysof Emerson, entitled “ The Char¬ 
acter of Socrates” and “The Present State 
of Ethical Philosophy;” 44 The King and 
Queen of Mollebusch,” a folk-tale by Georg 
Ebers, translated by Mary J. Safford; “ Birds 
of the Poets,” compiled by Lucy F. Sanderson, 
who has gleaned a great variety of pretty 
verses about different birds from the pages of 
English and American poets; and “A Kipling 
Primer,” a concise handbook to the complete 
writings of Kipling, compiled by Frederic 
Lawrence Knowles, to which are added bibli¬ 
ographies of first editions, and of reference 
articles, a biography, a critical analysis of his 
works, and a complete alphabetical index to 
the plots of all the stories and ballads. 

F. M. Buckles & Co., New York City, are 
getting out some Christmas souvenirs, com¬ 
prising nine of Kipling’s most popular hymns 
and his far-famed “Recessional.” These are 
handsomely printed in two colors on fine deckle- 
edge paper, and each copy is enclosed in a 
transparent envelope with extra envelopes for 
mailing. The covers each have a photogra¬ 
vure inserted in an impressed panel. There is 
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also another collection of “ Kipling Book¬ 
lets,” composed of ten of the most popular 
poems, including “The Recessional,” “Be¬ 
trothed,” “ Gunga Din,” “ Vampire,” “ Man¬ 
dalay,” “Fuzzy VVuzzy,” “Danny Deever,” 

Belts,” “ Tommy,!’ and “ The Undertaker’s 
Horse.” Five volumes of “Kipling’s Master¬ 
pieces” are also ready, bound in cloth and 
full leather, and neatly boxed. A friend of 
Kipling can certainly find his best-known 
works in handsome shape with the Buckles 
imprint. Katherine S. Macquoid’s “A Ward 
of the King,” a story of the great Constable 
of Bourbon, and Fergus Hume’s “ A Hagar 
of the Pawn-Shop,” have been added to the 
Century Series of novels. 

H. M. Caldwell Co., New York and Bos¬ 
ton, have a long list of illustrated editions of 
standard books, handsome and inexpensive 
gift-books, various series of fiction, a long line 
of Handy Volume Classics , and many of Rudyard 
Kipling’s works in a specially pretty edition. 
Their Ilhistrated Library of Famous Books by 
Famous Authors now numbers 172 titles ; and 
The Berkeley Library adds “ La Dame de Mon- 
sereau,” which makes the 141st title for the 
set. The Belgravia Series of Masterpieces is 
each complete in two volumes, containing 
ten full-page etchings. To it will be added 
“ David Copperfield,” “ Guy Mannering,” Nich¬ 
olas Nickleby,” “The Newcomes,” “Oliver 
Twist,” and “Vanity Fair,” which is specially 
timely in view of the drama founded upon 
it now being played in New York City by Mrs. 
Fiske. A new popular holiday edition of “ The 
Courtship of Miles Standish ” will be illus¬ 
trated by Frank T. Merrill and others; and new 
illustrated lines of boys’ and girls’ books, each 
number twenty-five titles, including the works 
of T. S. Arthur, Oliver Optic, Ewing, Carey, 
Molesworth, Douglass, and many others in 
whom children always delight. The additions 
expected in the Handy Volume Classics include 
religious, juvenile, and miscellaneous books, 
which will be found scattered through various 
departments of our classified list elsewhere. 
About 141 of these books appear in a De Novo 
Library , with covers of new and original design; 
112 titles have been put into an Empyreal edi¬ 
tion; and fifty selected volumes will be sold in 
what will be known as the Full Leather edition. 
An entirely new edition from new plates is 
made of “ The Wandering Jew,” which will 
appear in three volumes in the Dagobert edition. 
Green’s “ History of the English People,” in 
four volumes; Macaulay’s “ History of Eng¬ 
land,” in five volumes; and “ Plutarch’s Lives,” 
in three volumes, will also be ready for gift 
purposes. There will be a Popular edition and a 
Sarony edition of “The Little Minister;” and 
also a Green Room edition and the Kirriemuir 
edition. An etched portrait of Miss Maud 
Adams, suitable for framing, accompanies each 
one of these editions. An edition of Kipling, 
in ten volumes, is to be boxed and known as 
“ Kiplingiana.” It will have photogravure and 
half-tone illustrations, and will be printed on 
fine deckle-edged paper, with rubricated title- 
pages. There is also a Young Folks' Library , in 
which the newcomers will be “ Wee Willie 
Winkie,” “Water Babies,” and “ Man Without 
a Country.” 

The Cambridge Encyclopaedia Co., New 
York City, publishers of historical and reference 


books, announce six works on money, of which 
the separate titles are entered in the preceding 
classified list under the heading Politics, Soci¬ 
ology, and Economics. They will also issue a 
“Life of the Emperor Hadrian,” by ^lius 
Spartianus, translated by William Maude; and 
“ The Venus di Milo,” also by William Maude, 
pointing out the relation of this statue to 
Greek worship. Of this there will be an Edi¬ 
tion de luxe. 

William J. Campbell, Philadelphia, will pub¬ 
lish “The Settlement of Germantown, Pa., 
and the Beginning of German Emigration to 
North America,” by Samuel Whitaker Penny- 
packer, Senior Vice-President of the Histori¬ 
cal Society of Pennsylvania. The work will 
have about 100 illustrations, and the edition is 
strictly limited to 300 copies, so that early 
orders are the only means of securing one of 
these books, which will become very valuable 
with time. He has also in preparation a trans¬ 
lation into English of “Magna Charta” and 
the other English Charters, with a historical 
dissertation and copious notes, by Boyd C. 
Barrington, of the Philadelphia Bar. This 
“ Magna Charta ” has been out of print so long 
in the English version that few of the last two 
generations have seen it. 

Cassell & Company will have ready the 
volume of “The Magazine of Art” for 1899, 
with articles containing colored illustrations 
and upwards of 800 engravings from choice 
paintings and from original drawings by the 
leading artists of the day, making a valuable 
record of the art of the world for 1899 and also 
a very rich gift-book. They also have in 
preparation a new edition of “ Drawing in 
Charcoal and Crayon,” with introduction, by 
Charles de Kay, the work of Frank Fowler, a 
painter and teacher of art, who has sifted its 
material from a large amount of personal ex¬ 
perience in the studio and the class-room. For 
young people the announcements are “ Little 
Folks’ Christmas Volume,” printed in color 
and black, size 8 by 10 inches, bound in illumi¬ 
nated boards; “ Bo-Peep,” printed in red, blue, 
and black, composed of original stories and 
verses by popular authors; and a specially 
handsome book, entitled “ Master Charlie— 
Painter, Poet, Novelist, and Teacher,” in which 
C. Harrison and S. H. Hamer have combined 
to invent a diary of a small boy who cannot 
yet spell correctly, but who has convinced him¬ 
self he knows much of the world, and has 
even prepared ludicrous easy lessons in French 
and German for his less favored companions. 
Every page of this book is full of funny sur¬ 
prises. 

The Century Co. have planned a holiday 
book of sure popularity in the fine Continental 
edition of Dr. S.Weir Mitchell’s successful novel, 
“ Hugh Wynne.” This will be illustrated with 
a great number of reproductions of old prints 
and manuscripts, views of present scenes from 
photographs and photogravures of Howard 
Pyle’s twelve original drawings; it will be 
richly bound in two volumes and put up in a 
buff and blue box. Paul Leicester Ford’s study 
of “ The Many-Sided Franklin ” will be one of 
the most interesting contributions to the biog¬ 
raphy of the great American, being a series of 
papers dealing with various phases of Frank¬ 
lin’s career, and marked by the historical 
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accuracy and literary charm that distinguishes 
Mr. Ford’s wbrk. The tragic story of “ Maxi¬ 
milian in Mexico” finds fresh expression in 
Sara Yorke Stevenson’s reminiscences of the 
French intervention, 1862-67, based upon her 
own acquaintance in the Mexican imperial court 
at the time when the disastrous experiment 
of European government was tried; Frederic 
Courtland Penfield tells of “Present-Day 
Egypt,” describing the career of the spendthrift 
Khedive Imail, the gradual changes wrought by 
English dominance and the strange mingling 
of civilization and barbarism in the Cairo of 
to-day, while many illustrations, hints to trav¬ 
elers, etc., add to the value of the book; and 
a very different field is again exploited in the 
volume “Tramping with Tramps,” in which 
are gathered the magazine articles of “ Josiah 
Flynt,” that expert on Vagabondia, who tells of 
tramp life and its characteristics in Russia, 
Germany, England, and the United States. 
Two new volumes have been added to the 
dainty little Thumbnail Series in Irving’s “ Rip 
Van Winkle and the Legend of Sleepy Hollow,” 
with an introduction by Joseph Jefferson, and 
a new translation of the “ Meditations of Mar¬ 
cus Aurelius,” by Benjamin E. Smith; while a 
timely little volume has been made of the chap¬ 
ters on “ Christian Science and Other Supersti¬ 
tions,” by Dr. J. M. Buckley, extracted from 
his earlier work on “ Faith Healing, Christian 
Science, and Kindred Phenomena.” There 
will be two new books of fiction—Morgan Rob¬ 
ertson’s volume of short stories of the sea, 
“Where Angels Fear to Tread,” and Frank 
Stockton’s original extravaganza, “ The Vizier 
of the Two Horned Alexander.” For children 
the pages of St. Nicholas may be relied upon 
to provide holiday fare. This year there will 
come from this source a capital story for boys, 
“ The Dozen from Lakerim,” in which Rupert 
Hughes continues the adventures of “The 
Lakerim Athletic Club;” “Quicksilver Sue,” 
a wholesome story of girl life, by Laura E. 
Richards, showing that “ lifelong friendships ” 
are not built in a day; “ The Story of Betty,” 
the romance of a little Irish girl who becomes 
mistress of great wealth, by Carolyn Well's; 
“The Brownies Abroad,” another of Palmer 
Cox’s delightful Brownie books; and “The 
St. Nicholas Christmas Book,” a treasury of 
pictures, stories, and rhymes. 

The Robert Clarke Co., Cincinnati, an¬ 
nounce “ East Tennessee and the Civil War,” 
by Oliver P. Temple, author of that epoch- 
making book, “The Covenanter, the Cavalier, 
and the Puritan,” who is a native of Tennes¬ 
see and familiar with all the ways and habits 
of the people he describes. He knew all the 
leading men connected with the war, and his 
work will be a brilliant addition to our national 
annals. He has also under way “ The Union 
Leaders of East Tennessee,” a valuable por¬ 
trayal of the group of strong, brave men who 
appeared in 1861 and by their dauntless cour¬ 
age and great ability did much to rally their 
fellow-citizens. Another most timelv work 
will be “A Review of the Constitution of the 
United States, including the Changes Made by 
Interpretation and Amendment,” by Hon. W. 
G. Bullitt, of the Frankfort (Ky.) Bar. The 
publishers will also issue a volume of poems by 
Thomas J. Moore, entitled “Elecampane, and

G. Collins’ musical poetry, called “ Immortelles 
and Asphodels.” George W. Ranck, under 
the title of “ The Bivouac of the Dead and Its 
Author,” gives the whole story of O’Hara’s 
great poem which Grant, Lee, and Gladstone 
praised so highly, a biography of the author 
compiled from material provided by his family, 
and also reprints the other well-known lyric, 
“ The Old Pioneer.”

The scenes of the 
title-story are laid in a New England seacoast 
town, while the other stories deal with the Far 
West.

Fraser; “Sunbeams and Moonbeams,” by 
Louisa R. Baker; “ The Young Boss,” by Ed¬ 
ward W. Thompson ; and new editions of 
“ Robinson Crusoe;” and “The Swiss Family 
Robinson.” 

Henry A. Dickerman & Son issue The Bos¬ 
ton Popular Library , in which they will include 
only books of established selling merit, which 
will be printed on extra heavy enamelled paper 
in large type, bound in illustrated covers in 
two colors. The authors thus far represented 
are St. George Rathborne, Hall Caine, Conan 
Doyle, Grant Allen, Mary J. Holmes, Marie 
Corelli, Anthony Hope, Stanley J. Weyman, 
and J. Mitchell Chappie. 

G. W. Dillingham Company have many 
books in preparation, chiefly novels, of which 
full titles are given in the preceding classified 
list under the heading Fiction. It is remarka¬ 


ble to find still another new novel by Mrs. 
Mary J. Holmes, called “The Tracy Dia¬ 
monds;” and Harold Frederic’s “The Re¬ 
turn of the O’Mahony ” is also in preparation. 
The most important of their forthcoming books 
is “ Memoirs of Victor Hugo,” translated by 
John W. Harding, with preface by Paul Meu- 
rice, Hugo’s literary executor, which will ap¬ 
pear on October 16 simultaneously in Paris, 
London, and New York. It will contain s< me 
short, stories never before published. The 
memoirs date back to 1825, when Hugo saw 
Charles x. crowned at Rheims. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. have made lavish prepa¬ 
rations for the fall bookbuyers, and their list 
embraces noteworthy works in varied branches 
of literature. Several handsome holiday gift- 
books are announced. Shakespeare’s “As You 
Like It” will be put in a volume similar to the 
charming edition of Hamilton Mabie’s " Forest 
of Arden ” published last year. It is illustrated 
by Will H. Low, who, in addition to five full- 
page colored drawings, has woven a graceful 
network of pictures and decorations about the 
text. Mr. Mabie will be represented by his 
first and favorite book, “ My Study Fire,” 
brought out in a new holiday edition, with 
original and sympathetic drawings by Maude 
and Genevieve Cowles, whose illustrative work 
has won them distinction; Joseph Jefferson’s 
play, “ Rip Van Winkle,” will be reissued with 
all the original and several new illustrations, 
but at half the price of the earlier editions; and 
George Eliot’s “ Silas Marner ” will be brought 
out in a pretty, small octavo, with sixty full- 
page illustrations by Birch. A sumptuous 
volume has been prepared for a limited public 
in R. F. Halsey’s ceramic study, “Old New 
York Views on Staffordshire Pottery.” Printed 
and bound without regard to expense, this will 
rank with such works as the GrolierClub pub¬ 
lications and similar examples of fine book¬ 
making; it will contain over 160 photogravure 
and text illustrations, and will be of value 
alike to collectors of books and of pottery. 
The edition is limited to 250 copies on hand¬ 
made paper and twenty-five copies on Japan 
vellum. Literature and art are combined again 
in Dr. Ludwig Volkmann’s “ Iconografia Dan- 
tesca,” which traces and analyzes Dante’s 
relation to art and the influence he has exerted 
on successive generations, and, with its wealth 
of photogravure illustrations, will be welcomed 
by all lovers of Dante; while many of the other 
publications announced touch upon one or the 
other of these fields. There will be a new vol¬ 
ume of Paul Laurence Dunbar’s negro verse, 
entitled “ Poems of Cabin and Field,” illus¬ 
trated by the Hampton Students’Camera Club, 
and appropriately decorated ; Brander Mat¬ 
thews’ “Ballads of Books” will be brought 
out in a new attractive edition; Harry Thurs¬ 
ton Peck, editor of the Bookman , who wields a 
pen as entertaining as it is facile, will have 
two volumes, “ What is Good English and 
Other Essays” and “ Grey Stone and Porphy¬ 
ry,” the latter being a selection from his poems 
contributed to current magazines; the delight¬ 
ful “ Etchingham Letters,” by Sir Frederick 
Pollock and Mrs. Fuller Maitland, touching 
gracefully upon varied literary topics and pub¬ 
lished serially in the Cornhill Magazine , where 
they aroused general interest, will be brought 
out in book form; W. Carew Hazlitt has edited 
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a collection of “New Letters of Hazlitt and 
Lamb,” which will supply missing links in the 
biographical chain of each; and Austin Dob¬ 
son’s “Life of Goldsmith,” in a new revised 
edition, will be issued uniform with the com¬ 
plete edition of Dobson’s works published last 
year. Miss Esther Singleton, who has proved 
herself a pleasant guide along artistic paths, 
has prepared two new volumes, “Great Pic¬ 
tures Described by Great Writers,” a companion 
to her previous work, “Turrets, Towers, and 
Temples,” giving reproductions of famous pic¬ 
tures, with descriptive text selected from mas¬ 
ters of literature, and a “ Companion and Guide 
to the Opera,” being a compilation of extracts 
from well-known writers referring to the more 
celebrated operas; Miss Guerber will increase 
her contributions to musical and mythological 
literature by a volume devoted to “Legends 
of Switzerland,” retold in simple and popular 
form; while for music lovers there will be 
an English translation of Camille Bellaigue’s 
suggestive “ Musical Studies and Silhouettes,” 
issued in companion form with his preceding 
volume, “ Portraits and Silhouettes of Musi¬ 
cians.” Travel, history, and biography will 
receive severaladditions. MissMary H. Krout, 
who told so graphically of the revolution in 
Hawaii, has now become “ A Looker-on in 
London,” where she writes of English civic 
and social life in entertaining fashion; “ Hol¬ 
land and the Hollanders” will be described by 
David S. Meldrum, whose long acquaintance 
with Dutch life gives a special authority to his 
observations; and G. W. Steevens tells, in his 
terse and graphic manner, of “ Imperial India,” 
its brilliancy, its tragic contrasts, and its con¬ 
ditions of society and government. The final 
(sixth) volume of Schouler’s “ History of the 
United States” is also announced; Edmund 
Gosse has completed his elaborate “ Life of 
Dr. John Donne,” Dean of St. Paul’s, 1573- 
1631, which has occupied him as a labor of 
love for many years, and this will be issued in 
two volumes with photogravures and facsimiles. 
The new fiction includes many tempting an¬ 
nouncements. “ The Autobiography of a 
Child,” published anonymously in Blackwood 
and later acknowledged as the work of Miss 
Hannah Lynch, is a dramatic record of a 
stormy childhood, remarkable for its literary 
style; Max Pemberton will have a volumeof Ve¬ 
netian stories, entitled" The Enchanted Isles;” 
“The Tory Maid,” by H. B. Stimpson, is a 
romance of the Revolution, as is Paul Leicester 
Ford’s winning story, “ Janice Meredith; ” Tol¬ 
stoy will have a new novel with the suggestive 
title “ Resurrection;” Sir Walter Besant in 
“ The Orange Girl” will return to his favorite 
theme of London in the eighteenth century; 
Neil Munro will have a strong Scotch romance, 
“ Gilian the Dreamer;” and S. R. Crockett in 
“ lone March ” enters upon a new departure, 
telling the love-story of an American girl 
abroad. The fiction announcements also com¬ 
prise Benjamin Swift’s eagerly expected novel, 
“Siren City,” which deals with life and love 
in Naples; “ Heronford,” a story of adventure, 
by S. R. Keightly; “A Son of the State,” by 
W. Pett Ridge; a new novel by “ Lucas Malet ”; 
new editions of the two “Mark Rutherford” 
novels and of the earlier works of Henry Seton 
Merriman, and other interesting titles, which 
are listed under the heading Fiction in our 
classified list. Among theological and mis¬ 


cellaneous books mention should be made of 
Dr. Farrar’s studies in the life of Christ, en¬ 
titled " The Life of Lives;” Hamilton Mabie’s 
“Life of the Spirit;” and Alfred H. Miles’ 
admirable volume on “ Natural History,” with 
its many colored plates. Half a dozen books 
have been prepared for young people: “ Pa¬ 
tience, a Daughter of the Mayflower ,” by Mrs. 
Champney; “ Margaret Thorpe’s Trial,” by 
Lucy C. Lillie; “The Heir of Sherburne ” and 
“A Little Girl in Old Philadelphia,” by Amanda 
M. Douglas; a new volume by Miss Finley, 
telling of “ Elsie in Florida; ” and “ Blue Jack¬ 
ets of 1898,” in which Willis J. Abbot nar¬ 
rates the story of the war with Spain. 

The Dodge Publishing Company, New 
York City, announces the fourth edition of 
Elizabeth Strong Washington’s “ How to Cook 
Husbands;” a book which bids fair to reach 
holiday needs; a classic edition of Fitzgerald’s 
version of “ The Rubaiyat,” with side-lights 
by Edward Herron-Alien, and illustrated title 
page by Edward Mayer, who has also made 
the illustrations for a collection of best books 
of popular authors which already promises to 
contain Bacon’s and Emerson’s “ Essays;” 
Jerome’s “Three Men in a Boat;” and Rus- 
kin’s “ Sesame and Lilies,” and to which will 
be added several of Kipling’s stories. There 
will be new editions of “Borrowings” and 
“ More Borrowings,” two charming little books 
of quotations; and a choice collection of old 
favorites to be called “ Fifty Songs of Love.” 
A book of special interest will be “The Orig¬ 
inal Letters,” purporting to be the diary of 
Cupid, which is to be fully illustrated by 
Rosalie Arthur, and bound in white and blue 
as a holiday gift-book; and a clever little story 
for boys has been written by Marie Morelle, 
entitled “ One Armed Jack.” 

Doubleday & McClure Company have pre¬ 
pared books for every department of literature. 
In publications suitable for the gift-season 
there will be Charles Dana Gibson’s “ Sketches 
in Egypt,” In which the artist’s forceful and 
suggestive drawings are well reinforced by his 
written impressions, the whole making an in¬ 
teresting record of the real Egypt from a new 
standpoint. Of this there will also be an Edi¬ 
tion de luxe of 250 signed and numbered copies, 
each accompanied by a portfolio containing art 
proofs of ten of the most important pictures on 
Japan silk tissue, mounted on plate paper suit¬ 
able for framing. An Edition de luxe will also 
be ready of Rostand’s “ Cyrano de Bergerac,” 
with fifty illustrations by the best French ar¬ 
tists, five of which will be reproduced in color, 
and a very fine portrait of the author, the work 
of Thevenot. The publishers will also issue 
“ The Romances,” one of Rostand’s earlier and 
much admired plays. Pamela Colman Smith, 
whose illustrations for some of the best-known 
stirring old English ballads have given her an 
enviable place among artists, has prepared 
“ Widdicomb Fair ” for an edition to be limited 
to 500 copies. The words and music add in¬ 
terest to the portfolio of drawings which have 
been reproduced in color by the stencil process, 
and will be printed by hand so as to give them 
almost exactly the effect of water-colors. An¬ 
other specimen of this artist’s fine work will be 
shown in “The Golden Vanity” and “The 
Green Bed,” fascinating ballads of the time of 
Sir Walter Raleigh. An aid to the knowledge 
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of our wild flowers will be “ Nature’s Garden,” 
by Neltje Blanchan, with many colored plates 
and other illustrations by the author of “ Bird 
Neighbors;” and many other books with illus¬ 
trations are classified under the heading Ju¬ 
venile Literature. In fiction this house has a 
specially strong list. Shan F. Bullock has 
written “The Barrys,” a novel of Irish life ; 
Joseph Conrad has a collection of stories to be 
issued under the title “ The Heart of Dark¬ 
ness;” John A. Hill’s “ Stories of a Railroad,” 
which have been made a feature of McClure's 
Magazine , will be brought out in book-form ; 
and Ernest Jarrold’s “ Mickey Finn’s Idylls ” 
are to be brought out once more with Charles 
A. Dana’s introduction. A romance of the 
Kansas border wars, by William R. Leighton, 
will be entitled “Sons of Strength;” “Arms 
and the Woman,” by Harold McGrath, is a 
spirited story of a princess in a modern German 
state, which has delighted the readers of the 
New York JZvening Sun; merry tales of Irish 
folklore by Seumas MacManus, will be called 
“ In Chimney Corners ; ” and Frank Norris, 
who startled the public with his strong Cali¬ 
fornia romance, entitled “ McTeague,” has 
written a milder tale called “ Blix.” In “ Dra- 
cula,” the story of a human vampire, Bram 
Stoker has written a rather gruesome tale, 
which shows virility of imagination and dram¬ 
atic power; and H. G. Wells has collected 
some of his original stories of what science 
may make possible under the title “ Tales of 
Space and Time.” Many more forthcoming 
romances are classified in the preceding list 
under the heading Fiction. Ida M. Tarbell’s 
“ Life of Abraham Lincoln ” is drawn from orig¬ 
inal sources, and will contain many speeches, 
telegrams, and letters hitherto unpublished ; 
and a fitting companion volume will be “Nancy 
Hanks,” the story of Abraham Lincoln’s 
mother, which Caroline Hanks Hitchcock has 
consented to publish ahead of the “Complete 
Genealogy of the Hanks Family,” on which 
she is now at work. “The Future of War,” 
by Jean de Bloch, which is supposed to have 
given the Czar the first idea of his peace re¬ 
script, has been translated by R. C. Long and 
will be issued with a prefatory conversation with 
the author, the work of W. T. Stead ; a vol¬ 
ume of “ Miscellanies,” by Henry George, is to 
be issued ; and also a “ Life of Henry George,” 
by his son of the same name. Interesting and 
instructive books for serious girls will be “ The 
King’s Daughter,” by Margaret Bottome, 
president of the International Order of King’s 
Daughters ; and “ How to be Pretty Though 
Plain.” by Mrs. Humphrey, author of “ Man¬ 
ners for Men.” There will be a new series of 
books to be known as the Home Study Circle , 
which will be edited by Seymour Eaton. These 
books will be largely made up from material 
used in successful courses of study. The first 
three volumes are ready and cover “ Litera¬ 
ture: Scott, Burns, and Byron ;” “ First Course 
in Mathematics,” for mechanics and engineers; 
and “The World’s Famous Scientists.” Nora 
Archibald Smith explains “ The Kindergarten 
in a Nutshell,” and several other publications 
of interest are classified in the preceding list 
under Education, Language, etc. Kipling’s 
writings form the basis of several volumes to 
be brought out in various dress and styles. 
“ The Brushwood Boy ” has an unusual dream 
quality for this virile and often brusque writer; 


“Stalky & Co.” will tell of a schoolboy trio ; 
“The Day’s Work ” is entering its I2cth thou¬ 
sand ; “ From Sea to Sea ” appears in its 35th 
thousand; and there is to be a * ‘Kipling Birthday 
Book,” compiled by Joseph Finn. Attractive 
little volumes, each containing one of Kipling’s 
stories, will be known as the Single Story Series , 
and five of them are now ready. Doubledav & 
McClure have taken over from The Macmillan 
Co. all the stock of Kipling’s books formerly 
issued by them, and they are now all revised 
and copyrighted. The Shakespearian Library 
will be composed of eighteen volumes, edited 
from the best texts. Professor Morley has 
written an introduction to each play, and to each 
play are added extracts from the books that 
Shakespeare used. These books will be sold by 
the trade on small instalments, including a 
year’s subscription to McClure's Magazine. The 
list of books to be issued is by no means exhaust¬ 
ed, but to find complete titles the preceding list 
must be consulted under almost every heading. 
Doubleday & McClure Co. have just acquired

Other works of bio¬ 
graphical importance are “ Further Letters and 
Papers of Benjamin Jowett,” “Plays and 
Players,” by Laurence Hutton ; “ Blanche 

de Navarre,” the addition to “ Lives and Times 
of Early Valois Queens;” “Wagner” and 
“ Mendelssohn” in the A/aster Musician's Series] 
“ Recollections of an Old Musician,” by Thomas 
Ryan, of the Mendelssohn Quintette Club ; and 
“The Life of Mrs. Elizabeth Pease Nichol,” 
by Mrs. Stoddard ; and “ Life of Tennyson,” 
by Robert F. Horton, which will be added 
to the Sauitly Lives Series, This house puts 
its strength into birthday and year books, 
gift-books and pictures, booklets in color 
and monotint, Christmas and New Year’s 
cards and souvenirs, fine art color books for 
adults and children and calendars of every 
size and kind. Its finest work is done abroad 
by E. Nister, and every year its entire stock of 
goods of this kind is sold out before the Christ¬ 
mas bells begin to ring. It is impossible to 
mention these things in detail. As far as they 
have been announced they appear in the list else¬ 
where under the headings Fine Arts, and under 
Birthday-books, Booklets, Calendars, etc., and 
Juveniles. Specially notable will be “ Funny

Gift Books. Among the authors who have pre¬ 
pared children’s books are Mrs. Molesworth, 
James Otis, Kate Greenaway, and others, bear¬ 
ing names to conjure with among the little folks, 
and many of the old favorites, such as “ Mother 
Goose,” “Swiss Family Robinson,” “There 
Was an Old Woman Lived in a Shoe,” and the 
ever popular “ Dutton's Holiday Annual,” have 
put on new clothes for the holiday season of 
1899-1900. 

Eaton & Mains (Methodist Book Concern) 
will have ready for early publication “ Making 
of the Million,” tales of the Twentieth Century 
Fund, by John Ackworth; “Foundations of 
Christian Faith, by Charles W. Rishell, which 
will be volume ix. of the Biblical and Theo - 
logical Library; “John Selden and His Ta-’ 
ble Talk,” with notes by Robert Waters; 
and “Great Sinners of the Bible,” a series 
of revival addresses, by Louis Albert Banks. 
Of more secular interest will be a new edi¬ 
tion of “Sibylline Oracles,” translated from 
the Greek by Milton S. Terry; and “ Men and 
Things I Saw in the Civil YVar,” by General 
James F. Rushing. This house makes a 
specialty of Sunday-school literature, lesson- 
books, and Epworth League reading-matter, of 
which separate titles are given in the preceding 
classified list, chiefly under the headings Juve¬ 
nile or Religion and Philosophy. 

Dana Estes & Co. have prepared fine edi¬ 
tions of several standards, and have their usual 
supply of attractive gift-books and juveniles. 
Carlyle’s “ French Revolution ” has been put in 
a beautiful Illustrated Holiday edition in three 
volumes. It will have thirty photogravures 
of famous paintings representative of the thrill¬ 
ing scenes and leading characters of thattragic 
drama, and it will be handsomely printed on 
deckle-edge paper. The works of Bulwer and 
Charles Reade will be added to the handsome 
volumes that have already found place in the 
Illustrated Cabinet edition; they will be illus¬ 
trated with many photogravures and etchings 
by Merritt, Diclman, Garrett, and other artists, 
and will tempt many who turn with satisfaction 
from the new to the old in literature. A hand¬ 
some gift-book has been made of Moore's fa¬ 
mous romance, “ Lalla Rookh,” printed from 
new plates and containing reproductions of 
nearly 100 of the fine drawings that appeared 
in the sumptuous Photogravure edition , while 
those who seek a book that shall express the 
message of affection they would send will wel¬ 
come Grace Hartshorne’s compilation of famous 
love-poems, entitled “For Thee Alone,” with 
its artistic illustrations from great paintings 
and its dainty cover design. Travel is rep¬ 
resented by Wiliam Jameson Reid’s volume, 
“Through Unexplored Asia,” in which this 
enthusiastic member of the Royal Geographical 
Society tells of his years of travel in China 
and Thibet, giving maps and plans, and finding 
for his word-pictures admirable interpretation 
in the full-page drawings of L. J. Bridgman; 
and by Mrs. M. French Sheldon’s “Adventures 
in East Africa,” a graphic narrative of the 
experiences of a plucky American woman who 
made her way in wildernesses heretofore un¬ 
trodden by white men. Of curious antiquarian 
and historic interest will be the photographic 
reproduction of the ancient Latin original of 
“ The Two Books on the Water Supply of the 
City of Rome,” written by Sextus Julius Fron- 


tinus, Water Commissioner of Rome in a.d. 
97; the reproduction will be accompanied by a 
Latin reprint and by a translation into English 
and twelve explanatory chapters by Clemens 
Herschel, and the volume will contain nearly 
100 fine views of Rome and iis environs. Of 
immediate interest to the students of our own 
country are the various pamphlets on Imperial¬ 
ism, which will include Senator Hoar’s notable 
speech of last January, the addresses of Pro¬ 
fessor Sumner, Charles Francis Adams, and 
others, who look with anxiety upon the new 
American policy resulting from the war with 
Spain. As usual, this house has made lavish 
provision for youthful readers. The majority 
of its juvenile books, perhaps, are designed 
for the boys, and they are distinctly martial in 
character. Seven of them deal with American 
warfare: “The Minute Boys of Bunker Hill,” 
which Edward Stratemeyer adds to his Minute 
Boys Series , telling the stirring tale of the bat¬ 
tle of Bunker Hill and the siege and evacuation 
of Boston; “On Fighting Decks in 1812,” in 
which F. H. Costello tells of perils aboard 
piratical craft and of the great sea fights of 
the frigate Constitution , as seen by two adven¬ 
turous youngsters; “Captain Tom, the Priva¬ 
teersman,” the second volume of James Otis* 
the Privateers of 1812 Series , dealing with the 
further experiences of Tom Boyle; two new 
volumes in the Stories of American History 
Series , entitled “When Dewey Came to Ma¬ 
nila and “Off Santiago with Sampson,” both 
by James Otis, who will also have “The Boys 
of ’9S,” a stirring history of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, with many illustrations and portraits; 
and “Two American Boys in Hawaii,” by 
George Waldo Brown, who finds material for 
an entertaining story in the political plots and 
counterplots incident to the recent revolution 
in Hawaii. The chief book for girl readers 
will be Mrs. Laura E. Richards’ new story, 
“ Peggy,” the third volume in the Three Marga - 
rets Series , which continues the chronicle of 
girlish doings so pleasantly carried on from 
year to year. The various annual publications 
— Chatterbox, Little Folks' Illustrated Annual , 
and Oliver Optic's Annual —are all sure of a 
hearty welcome, and holiday additions to the at¬ 
tractive Young of Heart Series comprise Kip¬ 
ling’s two stories, “His Majesty the King” 
and “Wee Willie Winkie,” bound together; 
“The Boys’ Browning;” “Little Tong’s Mis¬ 
sion,” the story of a crippled child, by Miss E. 
B. Barry; Poe’s “ Gold Bug; ” that quaint, old- 
fashioned tale. “ The Story Without End,” and 
“ Harum Scarum Joe,” by Will Allen Drom- 
goole. 

R. F. Fenno & Co. have ready for the fall 
“ Voyage of the Pulo Way," by Carlton Dawe, 
an intensely exciting story of piracy on the 
high seas; “The Yellow Danger,” a graphic 
account, by M. P. Shiel, of what might happen 
if the division of the Chinese Empire should 
estrange all European countries; “ Honor of 
Thieves,” by C. J. Cutcliffe Hyne, remarkable 
for its variety of character descriptions; and 
“Luther Strong,” by Thomas J. Vivian, with 
scene laid in the region where Vermont, New 
York, and Massachusetts touch each other 
among the Taconic Hills, and all the spirit and 
vitality of the author’s “ With Dewey at 
Manila” and “The Fall of Santiago.” A 
very carefully written romance of the time of 
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Queen Elizabeth is Joseph Hatton’s “The 
White King of Manoa,” an Anglo-Spanish 
novel of great literary merit. 

A. Flanagan, Chicago, has some excellent 
bookson the way. Longfellow’s “ Evangeline,” 
edited, with introduction and notes and a plan 
of study, by W. F. Conover, “The Story of 
Longfellow,” by Katherine Beebe, and “Tales 
About Authorsand Their Work,” by Ella Reeve 
Ware, are all gotten up to be used as read¬ 
ing lessons and are calculated to inspire young 
people to get at the good things of literature. 
“ Rote-Songs for Primary Grades,” simple 
melodies linked to simple words, by Clarence 
T. Steele, is intended for children to learn 
long before they can read words or music. 
Other books in preparation may be found in 
the preceding classified list under the heading 
Education, Language, etc. 

Fords, Howard & Hulbert have added 
“ Patriotic Nuggets” and “ Educational Nug¬ 
gets ” to their popular Nuggets Series, begun 
with “ Don’t Worry Nuggets,” now in its 
eighth thousand. The next edition will be 
“ Philosophic Nuggets,” which will consist of 
selections from Carlyle, Ruskin, Amiel, and 
Charles Kingsley, and will be compiled by 
Jeanne G. Pennington, who showed such wide 
reading in the “ Don’t Worry ” selections. New 
editions are in preparation of “ The Sistine 
Madonna,” a Christmas meditation, by Amory 
H. Bradford, and of “ Aucassin and Nico- 
lette,” the oft-translated song-story of the 
twelfth century, which is now embellished with 
wood - engravings from the drawings of A. 
Bida, Mary Hallock Foote, W. Hamilton Gib¬ 
son, and F. Dielman. A new Christmas medi¬ 
tation, by A. H. Bradford, will be entitled 
“ The Holy Family,” and there will be a com¬ 
panion to the “ Hymnal for Schools,” intended 
for more advanced students, to be called “ The 
Institute Hymnal.” Three volumes of talks 
on familiar science will be known collectively 
as “ Nature’s Miracles,” and the separate parts 
will deal with earth, air, and water, or World- 
Building; the second with sound, light, heat, 
force, etc., or Energy and vibration; and the 
third with Electricity and magnetism. A new 
book for young people, by Edward S. Ellis, 
will also be added to the True Grit Series. 

Funk & Wagnalls Company announce a 
new and revised edition of Julian Hawthorne’s 
“Archibald Malmaison,” considered the best 
work the author has produced.- It is to be illus¬ 
trated with pen-and-ink text illustrations and 
half-tone engravings ; and they will also bring 
out a collection of short stories by various 
authors under the title of “ One of Those Coinci¬ 
dences,” the initial story, which is also from 
the pen of Julian Hawthorne. About the mid¬ 
dle of next month “ Stars of the Opera,” by 
Mabel Wagnalls, will appear, a book treating of 
the most notable opera singers and of the operas 
in which they achieved fame.

It will be 
entitled “The Personal Opinions of Honor6 de 
Balzac,” and is taken from his correspondence 
and miscellaneous writings and preceded by 
the address delivered by the critic Brunettere at 
Tours, May 6, on the occasion of the centenary 
of Balzac. 

Francis P. Harper announces for fall pub¬ 
lication a new set on Western exploration, 
edited by Dr. Elliott Coues, which will form 
volume 3 of the American Explorer Series, to 
be entitled “The Trail of a Spanish Pioneer,” 
being the diary of Francisco Garces, mission¬ 
ary priest, in his travels through Sonoro, 
Arizona, and California, 1775-1776, now first 
translated from the original Spanish manu¬ 
script, carefully edited in Dr. Coues’ inimitable 
manner, and enriched with twenty plates and 
facsimiles. A new volume in the Library Se¬ 
ries will be “ Essays in Librarianship and 
Bibliography,” consisting of special essays 
and addresses on bookish subjects, by Dr. 
Richard Garnett, the veteran keeper of printed 
books in the British Museum. Under the title 
“Good Citizenship” will appear a volume of 
twenty-one essays by eminent authors on so¬ 
cial, personal, and economic problems and 
obligations, edited by Rev. J. E. Hand and 
Canon Gore, a book designed to urge all classes 
of men to apply their religious convictions 
towards better citizenship; and in connection 
with John Murray will be issued a new, revised 
edition of Wilfrid J. Cripps’s “Old English 
Plate, its Makers and Marks,” a standard work 
long out of print, the new edition to be illus¬ 
trated with 123 plates and upwards of 2600 
facsimiles of makers’ marks.

Harper & Brothers’ autumn publications 
will give ample representation to literature 
evoked by the American history of the past 
year. Foremost among these, perhaps, in its 
timeliness and general interest will be the 
volume devoted to “ Admiral George Dewey,” 
in which John Barrett, ex-United States 
minister to Siam, and later war correspond¬ 
ent at Manila, gives a sketch of Dewey the 
man based upon familiar acquaintance and 
full knowledge of the events of his career. 
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During Mr. Barrett’s close association with 
the admiral he was enabled to gather much 
information that has not heretofore been made 
public, and his book, while not an extended 
biography, will be authoritative and illumi¬ 
nating in its depiction of the character and per¬ 
sonality of the American commander. A good 
companion to Mr. Barrett’s book will be found 
in Frank D. Millet’s story of " The Philippine 
Expedition,” in which the dramatic events of 
the campaign in the far Pacific are described 
with graphic power; while other regions with 
which the United States are now so vitally con¬ 
cerned are treated in Caspar Whitney’s volume 
on " Hawaiian-America,” a careful study of 
conditions and possible advantages of Ameri¬ 
can enterprise in the Hawaiian Islands; and in 
Franklin Matthews’ striking record of how 
General Wood’s energy and skill have brought 
civic order out of the chaos in which “ New¬ 
born Cuba ” was left when Spanish rule ended. 
Mention of these books of special American in¬ 
terest should include also note of the forth¬ 
coming fourth volume of Rhodes’s “ History of 
the United States,” which will cover the period 
from the Compromise of 1850 to Cleveland’s 
inauguration; and Dr. John A. Wyeth’s “ Life 
of General Nathan Bedford Forrest,” who, in 
the opinion of Sherman, was “ the most re¬ 
markable man our war produced on either 
side.” In the fields of art and literature special in¬ 
terest attaches to M. H. Spielman s compilation 
and study of “ Thackeray’s Unidentified Con¬ 
tributions to Punchy ” which will include nearly 
forty drawings taken from Punchy and will 
form a welcome addition to Thackeray litera¬ 
ture. Lovers of fine books will welcome the 
handsome Haworth Bronte, in whose seven 
volumes the works of the famous sisters will 
take on a fresh attraction. The edition will 
have a preface by Mrs. Humphry Ward, will 
include Shorter’s annotations of Mrs. Gaskell’s 
"Life,” and will have photogravure illustra¬ 
tions ; the volumes will be issued monthly, 
beginning with " Jane Eyre.” An attractive 
holiday volume will be that devoted to " Life 
and Character ” as depicted in fifty drawings 
by W. T. Smedley, with text by A. V. S. An¬ 
thony, and a biographical sketch of the artist 
by Arthur Hoeber. Lighter literature will 
receive several accessions. A baker’s dozen of 
short stories of French and French-Canadian 
life bv William McLennan are grouped under 
the title "In Old France and New;” the 
amusing housekeeping experiences of a young 
married couple are set forth in " He, She, and 
They,” by Albert Lee; Mrs. Catherwood will 
have a volume of " Mackinac and Lake Stories,” 
characteristic of frontier life and carrying a 
sustained love interest; there will be a new 
volume of John Kendrick Bangs’ cheerful 
fooling, dealing with "The Enchanted Type¬ 
writer,” in which the shades of Boswell and 
Xanthippe chronicle the gossip and news of 
the society circles of Hades and of its famous 
denizens; John Fox, Jr.’s, strong and pathetic 
story of the Kentucky mountaineers, "A Moun¬ 
tain Europa,” has been put in an attractive 
new edition; and S. R. Crockett will have a 
new Scottish novel in " Kit Kennedy,” the 
story of the gradual reformation of a drunkard 
of high soul and weak will. For young people 
there will be a new story by Kirk Munroe, 
"Forward, March!” dealing with the adven¬ 
tures of a boy in Cuba with the Rough Riders. 


D. C. Heath & Co. announce almost more 
than their usual prolific supply of educational 
literature and text-books on an endless variety 
of subjects. Full titles appear in the preceding 
classified list under the heading Education, 
Language, etc. Among the books to be ar¬ 
ranged with notes for class reading will be 
"Silas Marner,” "Ivanhoe,” "Last of the 
Mohicans,” "Macaulay’s Essays,” several of 
Shakespeare’s dramas, etc. 

B. Herder, St. Louis, Mo., is preparing 
many new books and new editions of Catholic 
religious literature, full titles of which are 
given under the heading Religion and Phi¬ 
losophy in the classified list elsewhere in this 
issue. 

Hinds & Noble are preparing several new 
text-books, chiefly for the study of foreign 
languages. Full title entries of these are 
given in the preceding classified list under the 
heading Education, Language, etc. 

A. J. Holman & Co., Philadelphia, call spe¬ 
cial attention to the new Holman India paper 
editions of a long line of text, reference and 
teachers’ Bibles, Bible dictionaries, prayer- 
books, etc., which are among the fastest-sell¬ 
ing, low-priced teachers’ Bibles published for 
1899-1900. The paper on which these are 
printed bulks about % of an inch to 1000 pages, 
and the impression by virtue of a special quality 
of texture does not show through to the other 
side. 

Henry Holt & Co. have in preparation 
two booksof biography of great interest: "The 
Memories of Baroness de Courtot,” lady-in- 
waiting to the Princess of Lambelle, edited by 
Moritz von Kaisenburg, contain a true account 
of much of the secret history of the French Revo¬ 
lution ; and Henry L. Thompson’s " Life of 
Henry George Liddell, D.D.” gives a most in¬ 
teresting memoir of the great English lexi¬ 
cographer, whose " Greek Lexicon,” and 
" History of Rome ” are text books in the 
leading colleges of the world. Ch. Seignobos’s 
" Political History of Europe,” (1814-1896) has 
been translated and edited by Prof. S. M. 
Mac Vane of Harvard University ; and uni¬ 
form with Francis A. Walker’s " Discussions 
in Education,” will be published, his " Discus¬ 
sions in Economics and Statistics,” which have 
been edited by Davis R. Dewey from important 
material found among the papers of this much 
regretted writer. Krausse’s " Russia in Asia ” 
(1558-1899), with appendix, index and twelve 
maps, covers a period of Russian political 
history of which the literature is almost inex¬ 
haustible, but still continues to throw much light 
on the most discussed questions. "The Elements 
of Public Finance,” including the monetary 
system of the United States, by Prof.Winthrop 
More Daniels, of Princeton, has just been 
issued ; a second impression of James’s 4 4 Talks 
to Teachers on Psychology,” is making ready, 
and a new anthology by H. S. Pancoast will be 
entitled "Standard English Poems,”and cover 
from Chaucer to Tennyson. To come to lighter 
literature the publishers call attention to " The 
Hooligan Nights,” Clarence Rook’s unique 
diary of an actual criminal ; to the second im¬ 
pression of Oxenham’s "God’s Prisoner,” the 
eighth impression of David D. Wells’ " Her 
Ladyship’s Elephant,” and the eighteenth im¬ 
pression of Mrs. Voynich’s "The Gadfly,” of 
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special interest now that it is to be played as a 
drama. The specialty of this house is education¬ 
al books, and the coming books in this line are 
given in the classified list elsewhere under the 
heading Education, Language, etc. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co.’s autumn list is 
uncommonly strong in the departments of biog¬ 
raphy and of poetry. The completion of the 
American Statesmen Series , at least for the 
present, will include three volumes additional 
to the twenty-eight already published. These 
are Salmon P. Chase, by Professor Hart, of 
Harvard; Charles Sumner, by Moorfield Storey, 
an eminent Boston lawyer; and Charles Fran¬ 
cis Adams, by his son of the same name. 
Three volumes of reminiscences much more 
than ordinarily important are “The Memoirs 
of Prince Kropotkin,” the famous Russian 
nobleman, who for his revolutionary principles 
has been compelled to live out of Russia for 
many years; “The Reminiscences of Mrs. 
Julia Ward Howe,” which cover more than 
sixty remarkable years, and include anecdotes 
and allusions to a vast number of the most 
eminent persons in America and Europe; and 
the “Letters and Recollections of John M. 
Forbes,” one of the great merchant princes of 
Boston, who died not long since, and who was 
even more marked for his strong character 
and noble public spirit than for his business 
genius. Other books in this department are a 
volume on “ Dr. Horace Bushnell,” very ap¬ 
propriately written by Dr. Munger, who appre¬ 
ciates in an uncommon degree the attitude 
and the character of the great preacher whom 
he commemorates; a book by Colonel Higgin- 
son, entitled “ Contemporaries,” and dealing 
very delightfully with men famous in America 
and some in Europe during the last half of 
this century;“ Letters of Ralph Waldo Emer¬ 
son to a Friend,” which Charles Eliot Nor¬ 
ton edits; and a “ Life of Bishop Latimer,” by 
Rev. A. J. Carlyle, in the series of English 
Religious Leaders. In history the most impor¬ 
tant announcement is “Dutch and Quaker 
Colonies in America,” in two volumes, by John 
Fiske, which follow in the order of time the 
“Beginnings of New England;” a book enti¬ 
tled “ Narragansett Friends’ Meeting in the 
xviii. Century,” by Miss Caroline Hazard, the 
new president of Wellesley College; and “ The 
End of an Era,” which describes, with un¬ 
common candor and also with uncommon 
interest, the closing years of the Confederacy. 
Perhaps the most important single volume 
of poetry which this house will publish the 
coming season is the new Household edition of 
Tennyson. It is brought out on the same gen¬ 
eral lines with the former Household edition , 
but the text has been corrected and conformed 
to that of the Cambridge Tennyson, the lines of 
the longer poems are numbered, and indexes 
are given to titles and first lines; the book is 
printed from entirely new plates in larger and 
more attractive type than formerly, and is 
illustrated with 127 of the best designs ever 
made for Tennyson’s poems. The binding is 
from an entirely new design. New Cabinet edi¬ 
tions are promised of the poems of Tennyson, 
Longfellow, Holmes, Whittier, Lowell, and 
Scott. These are so different that they should 
hardly be called by the same name, the type of 
the former editions was quite small; this is so 
large as to be very easily legible. The text in 


all cases is conformed to the Cambridge editions 
of these poets, the lines of the longer poems 
are numbered, the paper is of excellent quality, 
and the binding is at once tasteful and firm 
yet flexible, and each volume contains a por¬ 
trait of the author framed in an engraved 
border. Other new editions are the octavo 
Longfellow, which is made complete, and an 
octavo edition of Scott, both fully illustrated 
and brought out in a new and handsome li¬ 
brary form. The Cambridge edition will be ex¬ 
tended to include the “Poems and Letters of 
Keats” and the “ Poems of Mrs. Browning.” 
The Riverside Browning is expanded with in¬ 
troductions and notes by Rev. George W. 
Cooke, and each of the six volumes has a por¬ 
trait of Browning. Lloyd Mifflin, who has 
gained much reputation by his remarkable books 
of sonnets, has rendered into English verse 
in sonnet form many selections from the 
Greek of Bion, Moschus, and Bacchylides; 
Miss Louise Imogen Guiney has a new and 
quite notable volume, entitled “ The Martyrs’ 
Idyl, and Shorter Poems;” and Miss Alice 
Brown’s thin but choice volume of verse, “ The 
Road to Castaly,” is now added to Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co.’s list. A volume of “ Sonnets and 
Madrigals,” by Michael Angelo, has been ren¬ 
dered into English verse by William W. Newell, 
who wrote the volumes on “ King Arthur and 
the Table Round ” two years ago; Wilfred W. 
Campbell, of Canada, who is less known in 
the United States than he should be, has a 
volume of poems entitled “ Beyond the Hills 
of Dream,” which is likely to secure for him 
an enviable reputation. The most important 
new collection is the “American Anthology,” 
made by Mr. Stedman on the same principles 
which guided him in the editing of the “ Vic¬ 
torian Anthology,” which is beyond question 
one of the most extensive and choice selections 
of English verse ever included in a single vol¬ 
ume. The “American Anthology” promises 
to be equally supreme in its field. The an¬ 
nouncements in fiction of Houghton, Mifflin & 
Co. include “Square Pegs,” by Mrs. A. D. T. 
Whitney, a thoroughly characteristic story 
showing how people find great difficulty in 
adjusting themselves to places in which they 
do not belong; “ The Helpers,” a mining story, 
including more or less villainy, and more 
love, by Francis Lynde; “The Prelude and 
the Play,” by Rufus Mann, which shows un¬ 
common familiarity with the life and people of 
a university town, and is very bright in its 
conversation and excellent in its style; an¬ 
other of Miss Jewett’s delightful books of 
short stories deriving its title from the exqui¬ 
site tale printed by Miss Jewett in the Atlantic 
for last March, “The Queen’s Twin;” a vol¬ 
ume of Hopkinson Smith’s graphic and rush¬ 
ing stories, entitled “The Other Fellow;” 
“Poor People,” a story of characters who be¬ 
long to the lower third but not to the “ sub¬ 
merged tenth,” by I. K. Friedman, of Chicago; 
“A Pretty Tory,” a story of valor and love 
during Revolutionary times in the South, by 
Mrs. Jeanie Gould Lincoln; “Jack Hamlin’s 
Mediation.” and other very interesting Cali¬ 
fornia stories, by Bret Harte; “A Young Sav¬ 
age,” which describes the gradual civilization 
and refining of a charming Western girl by 
living with relatives in New York, by Barbara 
Yechton; a new edition of Miss Alice Brown’s 
very popular “ Meadow Grass;” and new Pop - 
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ular and Library editions of “ Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin,” improved by the insertion of a large 
number of excellent illustrations in both, and 
the attraction of new and original binding. For 
young people Joel Chandler Harris offers a 
charming new Thimblefinger story, entitled 
“Plantation Pageants;” Mrs. Kirk will de¬ 
light the readers of her last year’s story, 
“ Dorothy Deane,” by a new book, equally 
good, on “ Dorothy and Her Friends;” Mary 
Hallock Foote has a volume written for young 
people, for whom she has not heretofore pub¬ 
lished anything, under the taking name “ The 
Little Fig-Tree Stories;” E. T. Tomlinson adds 
to his historical stories for boys “A Jersey Boy 
in the Revolution;” Ruth Hall has a very 
appetizing book, “ Boys of Scrooby; ” Rev. F. 
S. Child, of Fairfield, Connecticut, tells a story 
of the secret service of the Revolution under 
the name of “An Unknown Patriot;” Miss 
Jewett has a delightful girls’ book, entitled 
“ Betty Leicester’sChristmas;” NorahA.Smith 
tells a bright Mexican story, “ Under the Cac¬ 
tus Flag;” Mrs. Field, a daughter of Mrs. 
Whitney, writes of “Nannie’s Happy Child¬ 
hood,” a story that may be classed with Miss 
White’s “A Little Girl of Long Ago;” and Mr. 
Scudder has rewritten a “ Book of Legends,” 
which cannot fail to be attractive to young 
readers. Five books in the department of 
religion should be mentioned—a book by Dr. 
Washington Gladden, entitled “ How Much is 
Left of the Old Doctrines?” the object of which 
is to show that very little is left of the olc^form, 
and all that is best in ancient dogma still lives; 
“ God’s Education of Man,” a small book of 
broad and incisive thinking, by President Hyde, 
of Bowdoin College; “ The Four Gospels from 
a Lawyer’s Standpoint,” by the late Judge 
Bennett, considering how far the validity of 
the Gospel narratives is established, viewed in 
the way a lawyer would regard the evidence, 
his verdict being very favorable; “ Religio 
Pictoris,” a book which discusses the nature 
and relations of religion from the standpoint 
of an artist, the book being at once very 
thoughtful and written from a point of view 
very rarely taken, and, therefore, uncommonly 
fresh; and Dr. McKenzie’s volume of Lowell 
Institute Lectures on “The Divine Force in 
the Life of the World.” Three volumes illus¬ 
trated especially for holiday use, printed and 
bound in very attractive style, are “ The Mar¬ 
ble Faun,” Roman edition , in two beautiful 
volumes, with about fifty pictures of much in¬ 
terest relating to the art and life of Rome; Mr. 
Warner’s “ Blacklog Studies,” illustrated by 
Edmund H. Garrett; and Whittier’s “Tent on 
the Beach,” with charming seaside and country 
illustrations by Charles H. Woodbury and 
Marcia O. Woodbury. Other volumes which 
need hardly be classified are the Riverside 
Aldine Classics , five little volumes, including 
“Evangeline,” “Snowbound,” “The Vision 
of Sir Launfal,” “ The One Hoss Shay,” and 
“ The Snow Image,” with additional matter in 
some of the volumes, beautifully printed with 
the best art of the Riverside Press and bound 
in very attractive form; a volume entitled “A 
Century of Science and Other Essays,” by 
John Fiske; a new edition of Richard Grant 
White’s “Words and Their Uses,” from new 
plates; and “A Dividend to Labor,” another 
book relating to labor and profit-sharing,” by 
Rev. N. P. Gilman, who is an authority in this 


department of sociology; “ The American in 
Holland,” by Rev. Dr. Griffis, who has em¬ 
bodied in an enthusiastic book the results of 
five trips through that country; a very inter¬ 
esting folk-lore volume, by Fanny D. Borgen, 
on “Animal and Plant Lore;” an attractive 
little book on Raphael and fifteen of his best 
pictures, the first in a group called the River¬ 
side Art Series , by Miss Hurll, who edited the 
art works of Mrs. Jameson; and Grover Flint’s 
“ Marching with Gomez,” taken over from 
Lamson, Wolffe & Co. 

Hovenden & Co., New York City, have in 
preparation “Dewey and Our Naval Com¬ 
manders,” covering from Paul Jones to Dewey, 
which will be brought out as a handsome book 
illustrated with half-tone and colored plates. 
Everything bearing the name of Dewey will 
be of interest this fall. 

George W. Jacobs, Philadelphia, announces 
books in various departments of literature. 
Of descriptive interest are “ The British Isles 
Through an Opera Glass,” by Charles M. 
Taylor, Jr., the author of “Vacation Days in 
Hawaii,” with forty-eight illustrations from 
photographs taken by the writer, who is an 
expert in this almost necessary adjunct of 
modern travel; and “Martial Graves of Our 
Fallen Heroes in Santiago de Cuba,” by Henry 
C. McCook, author of “The Latimers ” and 
the far-famed “Tenants of an Old Farm,” 
which also will be illustrated by photographs, 
drawings, maps and charts. Young people 
are to have “ Remember the Maine,” Gordon 
Stables spirited story of the war with Spain 
about Cuba, hurried on by the fatal Maine ex¬ 
plosion; “A Sweet Little Maid,” by Amy E. 
Blanchard, a fit companion to her “ A Dear 
Little Girl,” with pretty illustrations by Ida 
Waugh; “ Master Martin,” by Emma Mar¬ 
shall, a story of a quaint little English boy and 
his love for a crippled old man; “ A Life of St. 
Paul for the Young,” by George L. Weed, 
whose “ Life of Christ for the Young ” proved 
him specially fitted to impress religious truth 
in immature minds and hearts; and “Prince 
Dimple and His Every Day Doings,” by Mrs. 
George A. Pauli, a delightful account of a real 
baby by a real mother. A new issue of many 
of Frances Ridley Havergal’s most popular 
little booklets are gotten up separately and 
will also be collected in one volume under the 
title “ Kept for the Master’s Use and Other 
Devotional Books.” The separate titles of 
several books are given in the preceding classi¬ 
fied list under the heading Religion and Philos¬ 
ophy. A book of literary interest will be “A 
Group of Old Authors,” by Clyde B. Furst; 
studies endeavoring to add to popular knowl¬ 
edge of old European literature, by giving de¬ 
tailed illustrations of its condition at several 
periods between the sixth and sixteenth cen¬ 
turies. 

William R. Jenkins announces various pub¬ 
lications in his special lines of Education, 
Language, etc., of which full titles will be 
found under that heading in preceding classi¬ 
fied list. Ferdinand G. Weichmann has a work 
of “Science Sketches,” dealing specially with 
“Chemistry: Its Evolution and Achievements.” 
A perpetual calendar has been gotten up by 
Carolyn Evans Huse, to be known as “Shake¬ 
speare: His Critics and Lovers,” which has 
some features new and useful in calendars. 
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Charles H. Kerr, Chicago, has just ready 
‘The Elementary Principles of Economics,” 
by Charles H. Chase, an exposition of the 
fundamental principles of the science of politi¬ 
cal economy, designed for the general reader. 
Its chapters on applied economics treat of 
anarchism, socialism, taxation, debt, etc., and 
other subjects every thinking person should 
know the bearings of. 

Wilbur B. Ketcham, New York City, an¬ 
nounces a reissue of The Expositors Bible in six 
volumes, edited by W. Robertson Nicoll, in 
which every book of the Bible is analyzed, il¬ 
lustrated, and explained by the most distin¬ 
guished theologians of the day in a thoroughly 
evangelical and undenominational manner. 
The series of sermons preached by Dr. Lyman 
Abbott just before leaving Plymouth Church 
has been reported stenographically, and has 
been corrected and revised by the author, and 
will be issued under the title “ The Life That 
Really Is,” and Dr. James Burrell, pastor of 
the Marble Collegiate Church, New York City, 
has collected a volume of his sermons delivered 
during the past year, and will issue them under 
the title of “God and the People and Other 
Sermons.” A statement of facts and theories 
regarding Jonah and the biblical book which 
bears his name has been made by Edgar J. 
Banks, United States Consul at Bagdad, and 
will be issued as “Jonah in Fact and Fiction,” 
with an introduction by Dr. Lyman Abbott. 
Izora Chandler has written a story of “ Elvira 
Hopkins of Tompkins Corners,” which is said 
to abound in homely wit, terse epigrams, 
and droll observations; and “ The Pleasures of 
Literature and the Solace of Books,” arranged 
by Joseph Shaylor, will have an introduction 
by Andrew Lang. 

Laird & Lee have a superb line of standard 
reference-books, mechanical works, dictiona¬ 
ries (English, French, Spanish, German, etc.), 
and other little time-saversand question-settlers, 
and are making some notable additions to this 
line. There will be a Littr6-Webster English-

treasure for the desk of the student, profes¬ 
sional man, farmer, business man, etc.; “ Lee’s 
Guide to Paris and Every-day French Conver¬ 
sation,” specially compiled to meet the wants 
of visitors at the Paris Exhibition next year; 
and “Laird & Lee’s Diary and Time-Saver,” 
published last year, is fitted up for 1900. 
Fiction holds the next place in Laird & Lee’s 
preparations. “ The Carpet-bagger,” by Opie 
Read and Frank Pixley, cannot fail of a brisk 
market; “A Double Game,” by Lawrence L. 
Lynch, sustains the reputation made by the 
author in “Shadowed by Three” and “The 
Last Witness; ” and “Two Chums,” by Minerva 
Thorpe, is a fascinating tale of an orphan boy 
and his dog. A fine edition will be made of 
Miirger’s classic, “ The Bohemians of the 
Latin Quarter;” and one has just been issued 
of De Amicis’ “The Heart of a Boy.” Two 
books sure of a wide interest are Cagliostro’s 
“The Book of Destiny” and “Dreams and 
Omens,”as revealed by Nostradamus, Albertus 


Magnus, etc., which will both be rendered into 
English by Madame Carlotta de Barey. 

John Lane has in preparation a beautiful 
edition of White’s “Natural History of Sel- 
borne ” that will delight alike lovers of art and 
of nature. It is edited by Giant Allen, and 
Edmund H. Neir has made over 200 illustra¬ 
tions, delineating with grace and sympathy 
the scenes aud creatures of the haunts de¬ 
scribed; and it may be had in separate paper 
parts of private binding or in a handsome 
quarto volume, richly cased. A special holiday 
edition has been maae of Kenneth Grahame's 
“Golden Age,” set in old-faced type and 
adorned with eighteen of Maxwell Parrish’s 
quaint and characteristic drawings; while an¬ 
other attractive gift-book will be the new 
edition of Matthew Arnold’s “ Poems,” illus¬ 
trated by Henry Ospovat. There will be 
several volumes of verse: “ Florilegium Lati- 
num,” a collection of celebrated passages, 
mostly from English poets, rendered into Latin 
verse; “ The Poetical Works of Robert Stephen 
Hawker,” the eccentric and gifted Vicar of 
Morwenstow, with prefatory note and bibliog¬ 
raphy by Alfred Wallis; “ 'I he Field of Clover,” 
by Laurence Housman, illustrated by the au¬ 
thor; the “ Selected Poems of James Clarence 
Mangan,” edited by Louise Imogen Guiney; 
“The Tompkins Verses,” by Barry Pain; a 
pretty edition of “Shakespeare’s Sonnets,” il¬ 
lustrated by Ospovat; and a new volume of 
“The Rubayyat,” by Mrs. Cadell, with an in¬ 
troduction by Dr. Garnett. Richard Le Galli- 
ene will have three new books: a study and 
criticism of Rudyard Kipling, “The Worship¬ 
per of the Image,” said to be “ a tragic fairy 
tale,” and “Sleeping Beauty and Other Prose 
Fancies;” and also a fifth revised edition of his 
study of George Meredith. Dr. S. R. Mait¬ 
land, of Lambeth, will have an exhaustive 
study of “ The Reformation in England,” and 
Prof. Charles Waldstein will discuss a subject 
of current importance in “The Expansion of 
Western Ideals and the World’s Peace.” In 
fiction there will be several new books, repre¬ 
senting such writers as John Buchan, George 
Egerton, Mrs. Anna Eichberg King, and others, 
full titles being given in our classified list 
under that heading. Children will find delight 
in the new edition of Gulliver, revised and 
expurgated, with illustrations by Herbert Cole; 
in the charming volume of La Fontaine’s “ Fa¬ 
ble,” with a hundred of Billinghurst’s charac¬ 
teristic drawings; and in the reissue of the 
charming “ Walter Crane Toy-Books,” devoted 
to “ Baby’s A B C,” “Sleeping Beauty,” and 
“Bluebeard;” while in addition, there are two 
new fairy-books, “ The Other Side of the Sun,” 
by Evelyn Sharp, and “Suitors of Aprille,” 
illustrated by Charles Robinson. 

Lee & Shepard have made preparations to 
bring out gift-books and juveniles in generous 
measure. “For Love’s Sweet Sake,” edited 
by G. Hembert Westley, contains selected 
poems of love in every mood and will be made 
an artistic gift-book with decorative designs, 
rich cover, and all the accessories of a fine book. 
“ The Annals of My College Life ” will be illus¬ 
trated and designed by Frances Freiot Gilbert, 
and contain rich blank paper on which a girl 
absent from home can record all about her 
arrival at college, her chums, fads, spreads, 
and vacations. This will make a very hand-

some book for young men to give to their girl 
acquaintances at college. “ Camping on the 
St. Lawrence; or, On the Trail of the Early 
Discoverers," by Everett T. Tomlinson, al¬ 
though intended for boys, is worthy of mention 
among adult literature. Seven new volumes 
will be added to the uniform edition of Amanda 
M. Douglas’ books, making twenty-three titles 
in the set. The more important juveniles in¬ 
clude “An Undivided Union," begun by Oliver 
Optic as the sixth and last volume in the Blue 
and Gray Series , and finished by Edward Strate- 
meyer, who has also prepared “ Under Otis in 
the Philippines " for the fourth volume of the Old 
Glory Series , and “To Alaska for Gold" for 
the third volume of the Bound to Succeed Series . 
In “ Henry in the War” General O. O. Howard 
tells the story of a model volunteer during the 
Civil War. This is a companion story to the 
same author’s “ Donald’s School Days,’’ of 
which there is to be a thoroughly revised edi¬ 
tion, with new illustrations, by A. B. Shute. 
W. Gordon Parker has written “Grant Bur¬ 
ton the Runaway," a companion story to “ Six 
Young Hunters;" and several books suitable 
for boys are to be added to the American Boys' 
Series. The preparation for girls has been 
most successful. “The House with Sixty 
Closets," by Frank S. Child, tells of strange 
things that happened in an old New England 
home the night before Christmas, a story found¬ 
ed on fact; “Told Under the Cherry Tree," 
by Grace Le Baron, relates the adventures of 
an orphan boy and a motherless girl in the 
author’s most delicate vein ; “ Wee Lucy’s 
Secret” is Sophie May’s fourth volume in the 
Little Trudy's Children Series; “ We Four Girls." 
by Mary G. Darling, is a bright, healthy story 
of a summer vacation; and “ Beck’s Fortune," 
by Adele E. Thompson, is intended specially 
for older girls, and sparkles with humor and 
interesting happenings. 

Lentilhon & Co., New York City, will add 
to their series of Handbooks for Practical 
Workers in Church and Philanthropy “Young 
People’s Societies," by Leonard Woolsey 
Bacon; and “ Revivals and Missions," by 
J. Wilbur Chapman, pastor of Bethany Church, 
Philadelphia. 

J. B. Lippincott Co. have in preparation a 
long list of books in varied fields. Biography 
seems especially favored, a first place here being 
accorded to Sidney Fisher’s study of “The 
True William Penn," issued in companion form 
to his “True Benjamin Franklin," with nu¬ 
merous illustrations. Prof. F. P. Stearns has 
prepared a “Life of Bismarck," viewing the 
Iron Chancellor from an original vantage-point; 
Edmond Rostand’s study of the art and person¬ 
ality of Sarah Bernhardt has been translated 
by G. A. Raper, and will have over fifty illus¬ 
trations showing the great French actress in 
many roles; while Pike’s volume on “Crom¬ 
well and His Time," and Sir John Naughton’s 
contribution to naval biography, “ Twelve Great 
Sailors: Howard to Nelson," carry the list over 
from America, Germany, and France into Eng¬ 
land. History holds its own also. It will in¬ 
clude a “ History of Pre-Columbian America," 
by Rev. P. De Roo; William Meigs’ study of 
“The Growth of the Constitution;" and the 
terrible dramatic record of “Robespierre and 
the Red Terror." The would-be traveller may 
range far lands at will through the medium of 


the Lippincott books. “ Bohemian Paris " will 
be depicted for him in words by W. C. Morrow 
and in pencil by Edouard Cucuel; he may 
wander in “The Heart of Asia " with Skrine 
and Ros; he may visit “ Intimate China ’’ with 
Mrs. Archibald Little, or “ The Homes and 
Haunts of the English Pilgrims ’’ with Dr. 
Alexander Mackennel, or “Jerusalem" with 
Walter Besantand E. H. Palmer; he may go for 
change of climate from Knox Little’s “ Sketches 
and Studies in South Africa” to the great 
“ Russian Province of the North," and may 
learn, through William Kirk’s “The Klon- 
dyke," how men make and fail to make fortunes 
among Alaska’s snow-covered mines. . In all 
these the value of good pictures has been 
recognized, and pencil and camera have been 
laid under tribute. Among these books, too, 
perhaps, should stand that amazing narrative 
of “ The Adventures of Louis de Rougemont," 
now to be issued in a handsome volume, the 
veracity of which, in its serial publication, was 
so burning a question that the Royal Geograph¬ 
ical Society was divided, and the supporters 
and antagonists of M. de Rougemont are not 
yet at peace. In “Salons, Colonial and Re¬ 
publican," Anne Hollingsworth Wharton adds 
another volume to her records of the past, 
telling of the social functions of those stately 
days and of the men and women who ruled in 
the polite world, and whose portraits and 
miniatures give the text an added interest. 
Friends of literature will note with pleasure 
the four attractive volumes devoted to “Old 
English Ballads; " the fine three-volume edition 
of Shelley; Montesquieu’s “ Persian Tales" in 
new guise; and the “ Imitation" of A’Kempis 
in a dainty illustrated form; while both from 
the literary and the ethnological point of view 
strong interest attaches to Charles M. Skinner’s 
compilation of “Myths and Legends of Our 
New Possessions," in which Spanish, Cuban, 
and Indian superstitions are curiously mingled. 
For lovers of sport there will be “ A Manual 
of Coaching,” by Fairman Rogers; “ Our Lady 
of the Green,"a book on golf for women; and a 
revised and enlarged edition of “Know Your 
Own Ship;" while the nature student will find 
satisfaction and suggestion in Mr. Skinner’s 
sympathetic study of “ Flowers in the Pane." 
Fiction is represented by a long list, the titles 
in which will be found in our classified list 
elsewhere in this issue. Among them, how¬ 
ever, should be mentioned “ The Dancing Mas¬ 
ter," by Adrien Chulot, translated by Pauline 
Sill; “A Green Mariner," by Howard I. Ire¬ 
land; “ The Shadow of Quong Long," a strik¬ 
ing story of the Chinese quarter of San Fran¬ 
cisco, by Dr. C. W. Doyle; “A New Race 
Diplomatist," a story of the American colony 
in Paris, by Mrs. Jennie B. Waterbury; “ The 
Last Rebel," by Joseph Altsheler; “The Fox- 
Woman," John Luther Long’s characteristic 
little romance of Japan; “When Rogues Fall 
Out," by Joseph Hatton; “ Ridan the Devil," 
short stories, by Louis Becke; “A Man, His 
Mark," by W. C. Morrow, author of the grew- 
some and fantastic tales “ The Ape, the Idiot, 
and the People;" a pretty five-volume edition 
of Dickens’ “Christmas Stories;” “ A Queen 
of Atlantis," a romance of the Caribbean Sea, 
by Frank Aubrey; and “The Wreck of the 
Conemaughf a new sea-tale, by T. Jenkins 
Hains. For boys and girls there is likewise 
full provision. “Mother Goose " will be redi- 
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vivus in a handsome volume, with 250 illustra¬ 
tions by F. Opper; George Gibb will have a 
volume of hero-tales of the American Navy, 
entitled “ Pike and Cutlass;” there will be an 
edition of “ Pilgrim’s Progress for Young 
Folks;” Frank Stockton has a new book for 
boys, “The Young Master of Hyson Hall;” 
and the list contains, in addition, “ Miss Vani¬ 
ty,” by Amy E. Blanchard; “ My Lady Frivol,” 
by Rosa Carey; “The Brahmin’s Treasure,” 
by G. A. Henty; “ The Spy in the School,” by 
Andrew Horne; and the pretty little volumes 
of Ouida’s “ Bimbi Stories for Children.” All 
will be fully illustrated and attractive in letter 
as well as in spirit. As usual, this house will 
make additions to its technical and medical 
publications, these titles being given in our 
classified list under the headings Arts and 
Sciences and Medicine and Hygiene. 

Little, Brown & Co. will have in “The 
Art Life of William Morris Hunt,” by Helen 
M. Knowlton, a work of great interest in its 
relations to American art. Miss Knowlton, 
who was for years one of Hunt’s pupils, and 
kept a record of much of his brilliant and sug¬ 
gestive talk, writes of the eminent painter with 
enthusiasm and knowledge, tracing the devel¬ 
opment of his work and giving special attention 
to his companionship with Corot and Millet, 
while many full-page reproductions of his 
paintings will add at once to the beauty and 
significance of the work. This house has ar¬ 
ranged for several fine editions of worthy 
books. Parkman’s “Montcalm and Wolfe” 
will be put in a rich Illustrated Holiday edition, 
with many fine photogravures, including pic¬ 
tures by Howard Pyle, historical views and 
portraits, and illustrated title-pages; “Three 
Normandy Inns,” Anna Bowman Dodd’s fasci¬ 
nating narrative of travel, will be adorned with 
many full-page and text illustrations, finely 
printed, and bound in white and gold; “ The 
Three Musketeers,” in two stately volumes, 
with historical portraits, photogravures, and 
etchings by Garrett, Oudart, and other artists, 
will be welcomed by many romance lovers; a 
new artistic edition will be made of Garrett’s 
favorite collection of “ Elizabethan Songs, ‘ In 
Honour of Love and Beautie,’ ” with its many 
beautiful illustrations; and in companion form 
with this latter volume will be “Victorian 
Songs, Lyrics of the Affections and Nature,” 
also gathered and pictured by Mr. Garrett, 
with an introduction by Edmund Gosse, both 
volumes being models of artistic care, good 
taste, and mechanical excellence. There will 
be an interesting array of new books in varied 
fields. Lafcadio Hearn has a new volume 
upon his chosen subject, dealing with fresh 
aspects of life and letters, “ In Ghostly Japan;” 
in history Ezra Hoyt Byington will supplement 
his previous study of Puritan environment 
with a volume devoted to “The Puritan as a 
Colonist and a Reformer,” in which the psy¬ 
chological and spiritual side of Puritan charac¬ 
ter is seen as influencing the work of coloniza¬ 
tion; and Captain A. T. Mahan will draw 
some striking “Lessons from the Spanish 
War;” while biography and literature find rep¬ 
resentation in Lilian Whiting’s new volumes, 
“ Kate Field,” a loving record of a full and 
eager life, and “A Study of Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning,” in which Mrs. Browning’s poems 
are studied as the reflex of her personality; 


and in Miss Wormeley’s translation and com¬ 
pilation of “ The Personal Opinions of Balzac.” 
Poetry and fiction find fair representation. 
Gertrude Hall will have a volume of new 
poems, including also some of her best-known 
verses, entitled “The Age of Fairygold;” 
“ The Night Has a Thousand Eyes,” F. W. 
Bourdillon’s famous lyric, will give title to a 
volume including that and other of his poems; 
Mrs. Louise Chandler Moulton will add to her 
previous works a new book of sonnets and 
lyrics, to be called “At the Wind’s Will;” “ Out 
of the Nest : A Flight of Verse ” will bring 
forward the name of Mary McNeil Fenollosa; 
while the names of an earlier day will be kept 
green by the charming volume of “ Poems by 
Keats and Shelley,” illustrated by E. H. Gar¬ 
rett, and the Handy Volumes edition of the poems 
of Christina and Dante Gabriel Rossetti and of 
Keats. There will be a pleasant romance by 
Mary Devereux. set in the quaint old town of 
Marblehead in the days when America changed 
“From Kingdom to Colony;” “The Bronze 
Buddha,” by Cora Linn Daniels, will be a tale 
of Oriental mysticism set in the unmystical 
surroundings of modern New York; “ Knights 
of the Cross ” is the strong title chosen for 
Sienkiewicz’s new romance of Poland and Ger¬ 
many, in Curtin’s translation; “Irresistible 
Links” will be a volume of short stories by 
Selma Lagerlof; “ File No. 113 ” will be the ini¬ 
tial volume in a series of entirely new transla¬ 
tions of the famous detective stories of Gabori- 
au including especially those dealing with the 
immortal “ M. Lecoq ”; Sheppard Evans makes 
an essay in historic fiction with “ The Sword of 
Justice,” dealing with the tragic story of those 
Huguenot settlers massacred in Florida, for 
whose fate stern vengeance was wreaked by 
Dominic de Gourgues in the early days of the 
New World; and there will be a translation of 
Perez Goldos’stirring romance of “ Saragossa,” 
telling of the siege of that Spanish city under 
Napoleon. New editions will comprise Bour- 
get’s “Pastels of Men, ”*in Miss Wormeley’s 
translation, compacted into one volume; the 
Pennells’ sprightly record of their pilgrimage 
“ To Rome on a Tricycle; ” Drake’s “ Historic 
Mansions and Highways Around Boston.” be¬ 
ing a revision of his “Old Landmarks and 
Historic Fields of Middletown;” and Mabel 
Loomis Todd’s “Total Eclipses of the Sun,” 
which include additional matter of importance. 
Additions will be made to the fine library edi¬ 
tions of Daudet, Lever, and Edward Everett 
Hale; the Centenary edition of Balzac will be 
completed, and Ingraham’s three well-known 
volumes, forming the Prince of the House of 
David Series, will be put in a new illustrated 
edition. “Salads, Sandwiches, and Chafing- 
dish Dainties,” by Janet Mackenzie Hill, while 
not perhaps classifiable in literature, will ap¬ 
peal to the civilized man and woman who 
“cannot live without cooks,” and will prove 
indispensable to the student of homekeeping. 
There will be a dozen or more good books for 
young people : “ The Island Impossible,” by 
Harriet Morgan, is an “Alice in Wonderland ” 
tale of fanciful adventures; “A Flower of the 
Wilderness ” will tell of Massachusetts in old 
colonial days, as viewed by A. G. Plympton; J. 
Macdonald Oxley has a stirring tale in “ With 
Fife and Drum at Louisbourg;” “Madam 
Mary at the Zoo ” is another of Miss Wessel- 
hoeft’s animal books; and such writers as Ger- 
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trude Smith, Mary P. Wells Smith, the author of 
“Miss Toosey’s Mission,’’and Evelyn Raymond 
are represented by new books, the titles of 
which are fully given in the classified list 
under the heading Juvenile. 

Longmans, Green & Co have a varied list of 
announcements, especially strong perhaps in 
English history and politics, theology and lit¬ 
erature. A special timely interest attaches to 
the history of “ The River War,” through 
which Enlgand under Kitchener regained sov¬ 
ereignty of the Soudan a year ago. This will 
be told by Winston Spencer Churchill, who 
served in the two campaigns, and who com¬ 
bines exact military knowledge with dramatic 
power; it will be edited by Col. F. Rhodes, and 
will have many maps and illustrations from 
drawings by Lieut. Angus McNeil. A valuable 
supplement to Mr. Churchill’s book will be the 
“ Redemption of Egypt,” by W. Basil Worsfold, 
who reviews the work of political and indus¬ 
trial development slowly making its way in the 
Khedive’s empire. English home politics has 
given material foran historical sketch of “ The 
English Radicals,” by C. B. Roylance Kent, 
tracing the evolutions of so-called radical prin¬ 
ciples; Bishop Creighton’s study of “Queen 
Elizabeth ” will be reissued in library style; and 
a new volume in the Builders of Greater Britain 
Series will be devoted to “ Admiral Philips and 
the Founding of New South Wales,” by Louis 
Becke and Walter Jeffery. New cheaper edi¬ 
tions will be brought out of Burke’s “ History 
of Spain” and Corbett’s “ Drake and the Tu¬ 
dor Navy,” while the list of historical publica¬ 
tions is rounded out with '' The County Palatine 
of Durham,” by Guillard Thomas Lapsley, in 
the Harvard Historical Studies. In biography 
there will be new volume in the excellent Mas¬ 
ters of Medicine Series devoted to the life of 
“ Claude Bernard,” by Sir Michael Foster, and 
Emily J. Chimeson has edited “Passages from 
the Diaries of Mrs. Philip Lybbe Powys of 
Hardwick House, Oxon, 1756-1808.” Litera¬ 
ture in general finds fair reprentation. There 
will be a new historical novel, entitled “ Par¬ 
son Kelly,” by A. E. W. Mason and Andrew 
Lang; Rider Haggard will have a departure 
from his familiar themes in “A Farmer’s Year,” 
being a “commonplace book for 1898” with 
many photogravure and half-tone illustrations; 
*' Peaks and Pines,” by J. A. Lees, will be 
“ another Norway book,” picturing the beauties 
of that northern land with pen and camera; 
while the handsome library editions of Whyte- 
Melville and Henry Kingsley will be welcomed 
by the many friends of these old favorites. 
For the devotee of pawns and rooks a work of 
great interest is promised in “ Mr. Black- 
burne’s Games at Chess,” in which the chess 
champion gives examples of his skill, with 
annotations and biographical appendixes. An¬ 
drew Lang, in addition to his joint essay in 
fiction, previously noted, shows his versatility 
again in a new translation of “ The Homeric 
Hymns,” with critical introductions, and in a 
new “color” book—“ The Red Book of Animal 
Stories,” being a companion to last year’s 
“Animal Story-Book.” Other holiday juveniles 
comprise “ Yuletide Yarns,” edited by Henty; 
“ The Prince’s Story-Book,” edited by G. L. 
Gomme;and a new “ Golliwog ” book, in which 
Florence and Bertha Upton depict “ The Golli- 
wogg in War.” In religious literature there 


will be notable additions, first place being ac¬ 
corded to the Oxford Library of Practical The¬ 
ology, in which Canon Newbolt’s exposition of 
“Religion” will be followed by Dr. Darwell 
Stone on “ Holy Baptism ” and Bishop Hall on 
“Confirmation.” There are also “The Doc¬ 
trine of St. John,” by Walter Lowrie; “ With 
God in the World,” a series of papers by Dr. 
Charles Brent; and “ New Testament Church- 
manship,” by Bishop Satterlee, of Washington. 
This firm will also make additions to its 
standard medical, educational, and scientific 
publications, titles of which maybe found else¬ 
where in our Classified List under the appro¬ 
priate headings. 

The Lotiirop Publishing Company have 
just issued some very interesting books for 
the fall trade. Elbridge S. Brooks, whose ex¬ 
cellent work in making history palatable for 
young people has earned him a widespread 
reputation, this year supplies “ The True Story 
of Lafayette, the Friend of America,” the sixth 
in his series of Children's Lives of Great Alen; 
“ In Blue and White,” dealing with the Amer¬ 
ican Revolution; and “The Story of our War 
with Spain,” an authentic, up-to-date, and re¬ 
liable account of the war for Cuban liberation 
in 1898. “Pansy ’’(Mrs. G. R. Alden) has 
written “A Modern Sacrifice,” a story of a 
sweet girl called Kirsie Gordon, and “ Yester¬ 
day Framed in To-day,” a story of the Christ 
as he would appear to-day in this world of rail¬ 
roads, telephones, electric lights, etc. Marion 
Harland tells a delightful story of Virginia life 
in the forties, under the title “ When Grandma 
Was New;” and Margaret Sidney (Mrs. Loth- 
rop) introduces old friends anew in “The Sto¬ 
ries Polly Pepper Told.” A story of Santiago 
is told by William O. Stoddard, under the title 
“The Despatch Boat of the Whistle;" Augusta 
Hale Gifford has written a popular history of 
Germany, published as “ Germany: Her People 
and Their Story;” “Captain Kodak” is a 
story of a photographer and his friends, by 
Alexander Black; “ Shine Terrill,” is a Sea 
Island ranger, by Kirk Munroe; and “Tales 
of the Maylayan Coast,” are the work of 
Rounsvelle Wildman, Consul-General of the 
United States at Hong Kong. 

A. C. McClurg & Co. announce several new 
books by authors whose names are a guarantee 
of excellent workmanship. Mary Imlay Taylor 
has written “The House of the Wizard,” a 
story of English life in the time of King Henry 
vili., written with the same knowledge and 
skill which produced “The Red Staircase.” 
“ An Imperial Lover,” and “ A Yankee Volun¬ 
teer;” and Marguerite Bouvet in “ Tales of an 
Old Chateau,” illustrated by Helen Maitland 
Armstrong, tells through the person of a de¬ 
lightful grandmother some touching incidents 
of the French Revolution, of which the old 
chateau now inhabited by her grandchildren 
was the scene.

Margaret W. Morley, who in “The Bee Peo¬ 
ple ” has described bees for the young, now 
will put her learning in the science of agricul¬ 
ture into a book for adults, to be called “The 
Honey-Makers;” Katharine Tynan has de¬ 
scribed “ The Dear Irish Girl,” who is a gently 
bred and winsome maiden ; and Elizabeth 
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Wormeley Latimer, whose histories of the nine¬ 
teenth century in various countries have been 
among the best-selling books of successive 
seasons, this year will furnish “ From Cyrus to 
Titus, 537 B.C.-70 a.d.” Mary Fisher, whose 
“Group of French Critics” was universally 
praised, will bring out “A General Survey of 
American Literature,” a critical and biographi¬ 
cal account of all that is permanently valuable 
in our literatuie; Frances Weston Carruth will 
publish a wholesome story, entitled “ Those 
Dale Girls.” and Byron A. Dunn, author of 
“ General Nelson’s Scout,” will have ready in 
“General Thomas’ Staff” a well-written con¬ 
tribution to the literature of the Civil War. 
The publishers have also in preparation a 
daintily made edition of a selection by Bertram 
Dobell from the works of James Thomson, to 
be entitled “ The City of Dreadful Night and 
Other Poems.”

F. Marion 
Crawtord has had much of the material needed 
for his personal study of the Pope and of the 
conditions which he controls and which control 
him put at his disposal by the Papal authori¬ 
ties. His work must throw light upon the 
last twenty years in England, France, Ger¬ 
many, and America, where the changes in the 
Catholic temporal policy have had far-reaching 
effects. Norman Hapgood will give as intimate 
a story of Lincoln’s life as possible. “The 
Man of the People ” is his sub-title, and 
throughout he will look upon Lincoln as the 
incarnation of the spirit of democracy.

Yeomen” will be written by James Barnes; 
the “ Life and Letters of Archbishop Benson,” 
edited by his son, is nearly ready;and Clement 
Scott, the veteran dramatic critic, has written 
his “Autobiography,” which will gather up 
much otherwise ungettable information con¬ 
cerning actors, journalists, and public men 
who have lived during the latter half of the 
century. Five new volumes will be added to 
the Foreign Statesmen series : “Louis XI,” by 
G. W. Prothero; “ Ferdinand the Catholic,”by 
E. Armstrong; “ Mazarin,” by Arthur Has- 
sa.ll; “Catherine II,” by J. B. Bury, editor of 
the series; and “ Louis XIV,” by H. O. Wake- 
man; and the tenth and concluding volume of 
“ Pepys’ Diary” will appear at once. There 
will also be biographies by Henry Irving, Mil¬ 
lais, Francis Lieber. and Edward Thring, 
full titles of which must be looked for in the 
preceding list under Biography, Correspond¬ 
ence, etc.; and there will also be found a list 
of new editions of biographies with changes of 
price and new editorial work, among which are 
the “ Life of Gladstone,” “ A Critical Study of 
Shakespeare,” and “ The Letters of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning.” An edition in 


ten volumes of the works of Alfred Tennyson 
is to include the “ Life of Tennyson,” by his 
son. Historical works of great importance 
are forthcoming. The second volume of 
Thomas E. Watson’s “Story of France” 
will cover the revolution; H. Morse Stephen’s 
“Syllabus of European History ” will ap¬ 
pear in a new edition with very valu¬ 
able bibliographies covering from 1600-1890; 
and “The Roman History of Appian of Alex¬ 
andria,” has been translated from the Greek by 
Horace White, and will appear in two volumes, 
one covering the foreign, the other the civil 
wars. The last English translation of Appian 
was made in 1679, and the last in any modern 
language was the German one of 1831; so that 
it is a book that has been practically sealed to 
the readers of this generation. “The Welsh 
People, Their Origin, Language and History,” 
by John Rhys and David Brynmor Jones, is a 
very thorough study of the Welsh people, and 
contains valuable material concerning their 
constitutional relations to England; a two-vol¬ 
ume “ History of the British Army ” has been 
written by J. W. Fortescue; the third volume 
of Albert Bushnell Hart’s “ American History 
Told by Contemporaries,” will cover “ Nation¬ 
al Expansion, 1783-1845;” and the first volume 
of a new history by the same author will be 
“Sources of American History,” and will deal 
with colonial children. Other forthcoming 
historiesand new editions of standard histories 
are classified in the preceding list under His¬ 
tory, while several stories relating to history 
will be found under Juvenile Literature. Illus¬ 
trated books of travel and description are in 
preparation. Alice Morse Earle has treated 
“Child Life in Colonial Days” in the same 
happy manner of “ Home Life in Colonial 
Days;” Clifton Johnson will wander with his 
readers “ Among English Hedgerows,” and 
his book will have an introduction by Hamil¬ 
ton W. Mabie; and “Scotland’s Ruined Ab¬ 
beys” will be described by Howard Crosby 
Butler. Francis W. Kelsey, Professor of Latin 
in the University of Michigan, has translated 
“Pompeii, Its Life and Art,” from the Ger¬ 
man of August Mau, of the German Archeo¬ 
logical Institute in Rome; and Budgett Meakin 
has dealt in a minute and comprehensive 
manner with “ The Moorish Empire.” For 
many more announcements in this department 
the list must be consulted under the heading 
Travel and Description. The list of forth¬ 
coming fiction is long and promising. Craw¬ 
ford's “ Via Crucis ” will be ready in October; 
“Miranda of the Balcony,” by A. E. W. Mason, 
author of “ Morrice Buckler,” has for a hero 
a young civil engineer, and for scenic back¬ 
ground the historic lands of Spain and Moroc¬ 
co; and Emile Zola’s new novel “ Fruitfulness ” 
(F6condit6) will appear in October and sim¬ 
ultaneously German, Italian, Norwegian and 
Spanish editions will appear in the respective 
countries speaking those languages. Zola 
demonstrates in this work that purity of do¬ 
mestic life is the keystone of power and civil¬ 
ization. I. Zangwill’s “ They That Walk in 
Darkness ” has also been secured by the Mac¬ 
millans. It is a collection of ghetto tragedies, 
some of them taking place in America. Other 
novels and many new editions of successful 
novels will be found in the classified list under 
the heading Fiction. To come from romance 
to stern reality, special attention has been 
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given to the production of new works dealing 
with Politics, Economics, Sociology, etc. 
Franklin H. Giddings’ “ Democracy and Em¬ 
pire” will be ready in November; John B. 
Clark’s “ Distribution of Wealth ” proves that 
the division of the product created by organ¬ 
ized industry is controlled by natural laws; and 
the third volume of R. H. Inglis’ very valua¬ 
ble “Dictionary of Political Economy” will 
be out shortly. Allayne Ireland contributes a 
study of “ Tropical Colonization,” an espe¬ 
cially timely work at the present moment; and 
William Smart of the University of Glasgow, 
writes of “The National Income and Its Dis¬ 
tribution.” Gustav Le Bon has written “The 
Psychology of Socialism;” and George Tarde’s 
“Social Laws” have been translated by 
Howard C. Warren. A list of text books of 
phenomenal length may be consulted in the 
classified list under the heading Education, 
Language, etc.; very valuable works are en¬ 
tered under Arts and Sciences; as also under 
“ Physical and Mathematical Sciences, Medi¬ 
cine and Hygiene and Religion and Philoso¬ 
phy. For young people the preparations 
are rich, and the books provided for teaching 
history, literature and the natural sciences by 
means of entertaining stories, embellished by 
artistic pictures, must be looked for under 
Juvenile Literature. Every department of the 
list contains Macmillan books; and under Lit¬ 
erary Miscellany, Collected Works, etc., some 
rare treasures may be found, for the name of 
Macmillan stands beyond all else for true lit¬ 
erature. 

John Jos. McVey, Philadelphia, has ready 
a revised edition of Robert Riddell’s “ The 
New Elements of Hand-Railing,” containing 
forty-one plates, thirteen of which are now for 
the first time represented, which, with accom¬ 
panying letter-press, give- a complete elucida¬ 
tion of the art of stair-building. 

M. F. Mansfield & A. Wessels will issue 
“ In the Poe Circle,” by Joel Benton, an un¬ 
doubted authority upon the literature contem¬ 
poraneous with Poe and his times, and a new 
edition, with additions of “ Emerson as a Poet,” 
to which a bibliography is added brought down 
to date, also the work of Joel Benton. A 
dainty gift-book will be made of Dean Farrar’s 
“Westminster Abbey;” and Stanley’s “The 
Poet’s Corner,” that wonderful historical ac¬ 
count of the monuments in the Abbey, which 
will form a valuable book of reference as well 
as a holiday volume of rare merit. An edition 
de luxe will be made of Lewis Carroll’s “ Alice 
in Wonderland” and “Through the Looking- 
Glass,” with twenty-four illustrations in color 
from an entirely new series of drawings made 
for the volumes by Blanche McManus, who also 
shows fine work in “ The Rubaiyat of Omar 
Khayyam, ” and in “ The True Mother Goose,” 
of which the text is the original edition first 
brought out in Boston in 1719. From this firm 
may also be expected “Book-plates in Minia¬ 
ture;” a revised edition of Alessandro Filip- 
pini’s “ How to Buy Food, How to Cook It, and 
How to Serve It,” to which a supplement is 
added; “Concerning Teddy,” a new book 
about children, by Mrs. Murray Hickson; 
“ Ivory, Apes, and Peacocks,” a book on the 
productions of India, by “ Israpel;” “ London 
and Londoners;” “The Poet’s Corner,” a 
reminiscence of Westminster Abbey, by Fran¬ 


cesca Regula; and “ Sparks and Flames,” by 
Henry W. Stratton. Kipling will be repre¬ 
sented by “A Calendar of Kipling’s Beasts,” 
ribbon-tied and boxed; “The Kipling Calen¬ 
dar for 1900;” “A Kipling Note-Book,” a pe¬ 
riodical with illustrations devoted to Kipling- 
iana; and a series of bibliographical and bio¬ 
graphical facts about Kipling and selections 
from his works to be entitled “ Kiplingiana ;” 
Blanche McManus has prepared “A Smoker’s 
Calendar;” and “Kipling’s Beasts,” twelve 
drawings of the jungle beast, which are also 
used in the calendar mentioned above. 

Maynard, Merrill & Co. announce that 
after several years of preparation they are 
about to publish a series of school readers 
under the educational supervision of Henry 
Pratt Judson, dean of the colleges of arts, lit¬ 
erature, and science of the University of Chi¬ 
cago, and Dr. Ida C. Bender, Supervisor of 
Primary Grades in the public schools of Buffalo, 
N.Y. These readers will contain a number of 
colored pictures. They will also issue “ Illinois: 
Its State and Local Government,” by Harry 
Judson Pratt,” “ The Class Speller,” a primary 
word-book; and new additions to Maynard's 
English Classic Series , for separate titles of 
which consult the classified list elsewhere under 
the heading Education, Language, etc. 

G. & C. Merriam have just issued “Web¬ 
ster’s Collegiate Dictionary,” supplying the 
need for an abridged dictionary which shall be 
full, accurate, and authoritative, well adapted 
to the requirements of the scholar, yet prac¬ 
tical enough for the business man and the 
journalist. It is a handsome, well-bound vol¬ 
ume of 1116 pages, 948 of which are devoted 
to the vocabulary proper, and its size, con¬ 
venient for easy reference, combined with its 
fulness and reliability, make it a most useful 
and desirable dictionary for the busy man and 
the student. The “ Collegiate Dictionary ” has 
one feature that is peculiarly its own—that is, 
the Glossary of Scottish Words and Phrases in 
the Appendix. Other important and instruc¬ 
tive features of this Appendix are a Pronounc¬ 
ing Vocabulary of Scripture, Greek, and Latin 
Proper Names, with Modern Geographical and 
Biographical Names ; a newly revised Vocabu¬ 
lary of Rhymes, and a list of English Christian 
Names with foreign equivalents. 

The Mershon Company, New York City, 
announce “ The Temptation of Olive Latimer,” 
a new book from the pen of Mrs. L. T. Meade, 
whose books for girls are models of their kind.

ed books. To the Old World Series he will add 
“ The Story of Ide,” an epitaph on an Etrurian 
tomb, by Francesca Alexander, with a preface 
by John Ruskin; "A Child’s Garden of Verses,” 
by Stevenson; “ Monna Innominata,” sonnets 
and songs, by Christina Rossetti; and “The 
Tale of Chloe,” an episode in the history of 
Beau Beamish, by George Meredith. Five 
new additions will also be made to the Brocade 
Series; “The Tale of Emperor Constans,” by 
William Morris, and the same writer’s “The 
History of Over Sea;” “Emerald Uthwart,” 
by Walter Pater; “Hours of Spring and Wild 
Flowers,” by Richard Jefferies; “Will o’ the 
Mill,” by Robert Louis Stevenson; and “ Mar¬ 
jorie Fleming,” by John Brown. To the Re¬ 
prints of Privately Printed Books will be added 
“ Wine, Women, and Song,” Latin students’ 
songs of the Middle Ages, translated by John 
Addington Symonds; and “ Under the Micro¬ 
scope,” by Algernon Charles Swinburne. This 
author’s “ Laus Veneris ” will be brought out 
as a companion volume to “The Germ.” It 
will include the entire text of “Poems and 
Ballads,” and also Swinburne’s rare pamphlet 
defence—“ Notes on Poems and Ballads,” pub¬ 
lished in 1866; also a very full bibliography 
and a reproduction of Rossetti’s portrait of the 
then youthful poet.

The “ Reference Bibles ” which 
were issued recently commanded a large sale, 
on account of the opaqueness of the paper, 
the high class of the printing, the beauty of 
the binding, and the thinness of the book. 
During the past year they have increased 
their lines and have added the D'Ostervald 
version of “ Le Nouveau Testament Illustr6,” a 
new series of “ Long Primer 8vo Self-Pro¬ 
nouncing Teachers’ Bibles,” “Reference 
Bibles,” “ Text Bibles,” and “ Testaments,” 
from entirely new plates.

latest edition, which will be found a great con¬ 
venience, as these markings are familiar to 
almost every reader. The character of the

is well known. These “Teachers’ Bibles” 
are bound in styles to meet the want of all 
students and readers of the Bible. The pub¬ 
lishers announce a new India paper edition 
of their “Teachers’ Bible,” and have in 
preparation a new series of “Text Bibles,” 
also on India paper. Rapid progress is be¬ 
ing made with the American Standard edition 
of the “ Revised Bible,” which will be fully 
equipped with references by the members 
of the American Revision Committee, and will 
show all the corrections and alterations to the 
present time. This edition will be issued with 
the attestation of the American Revisers. In 
Prayer-Books and Hymnals the publishers 
have their usual large variety, to which they 
have added some very choice and exclusive 
styles of binding. They have also a very at¬ 
tractive list of new books, which includes a 
new historical tale, “The Heir of Halcombe 
Hall,” by the well-known writer, E. Everett 
Green; two new books by Herbert Hayens, a 
favorite writer for boys, “A Vanished Nation” 
and “A Captain of Irregulars;” “A Tale of 
Two Terms, Mobsley’s Mohicans,” by Harold 
Avery; “A Tale of the Afghan War, Tom 
Graham, V. C.,” by William Johnston; “A 
Legend of Old Grimsby and Lincoln, Have¬ 
lock the Dane,” by C. H. Whistler; “ Philland 
I,” by Paul Blake; and “ The Bible Alphabet.” 
with sixteen colored illustrations. The first 
volume of the series of the New Century Li¬ 
brary of Standard Fiction , “ The Pickwick 

Papers,” is just issued. It is splendidly printed 
from long primer type on India paper. The 
paper is opaque and so thin that this volume, 
containing 846 pages, makes a book less than 
half an inch in thickness—a most convenient 
size for the pocket.

Other announce¬ 
ments of literary importance include “ Curious 
Epitaphs,” compiled by W. H. Howe; new 
editions of Edgar Allan Poe’s “Arthur Gordon 
Pym,” “ The Gold Bug,” and “ Murders of the 
Rue Morgue;” and “ Sir Gawain and the Green 
Knight,” abridged, in prose, by Jessie L. Wes¬ 
ton, from the Middle-English poem and fur¬ 
nished with title-page design and chapter head¬ 
ings by M. M. Crawford. The department of 
Fine Arts will be represented by “ The Ama¬ 
teur’s Guide to Photography; ” “The Legend 
of the Christmas Rose,” by A. O’D. Bartholyns, 
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the story of the Wise Men and the first Christ¬ 
mas morn, illustrated by Delapoer Downing; 
“The Musical Birthday-Book,” by Kitty Loft¬ 
ing; and “A Guide to Violin Playing,” by Tom 
Taylor. Sports and amusements will have 
several additions,»among the more important 
being a “ Book of Riddles and Conundrums,” 
“ The Witty Man’s Companion,” containing 
about 300 retorts, rhymes, jests, bulls, puns, 
etc.; " What Shall 1 Recite?” containing selec¬ 
tions from best authors; “Parlor Games for 
Winter Evenings,” prepared by Miss L. Warner; 
“ How to Play Chess and Draughts,” by H. 
Peachy; and “Nights with an Old Gunner,” 
by C. J. Cornish. In history the new books 
announced are “ The Pupils of Peter the 
Great,” by R. Nisbet Bain, with reproductions 
of some rare old portraits, throwing much 
light on a dark and ill-known time and country; 
“ An Exiled Scot,” by J. S. Crompton, giving 
pictures of life at the Cape during the early 
Dutch occupation; “The History of Corsica,” 
by L. H. Caird, giving an outline of the suc¬ 
cessive foreign rules Corsica has passed un¬ 
der—Roman, Moorish, Genoese, and French; 
“ Napoleon’s Invasion of Russia,” by Hereford 
B. George; and “ Mary, Queen of Scots, 1542- 
1587,” in which extracts from the English, 
Spanish, and Venetian state papers, and from 
the writings of Buchanan, Knox, Lesley, Mel¬ 
ville, etc., have been edited by Robert S. Raib, 
exhibitioner of New College, Oxford. Fiction 
will be well represented.

Bruhl, with twenty-three half-tone portraits of 
the chief French philosophers. “ The Evolu¬ 
tion of General Ideas,” by Th. Ribot, in an 
authorized translation by Frances A. Welby; 
and “A History of the Devil,” by Dr. Paul 
Carus. A new authorized edition will be 
issued in the Religion of Science Library of “A 
Discourse on the Method of Rightly Conduct¬ 
ing the Reason and Seeking the Truth in the

In Travel and Adventure there will 
be “ The Yang-Tse Valley and Beyond,” a 
new work on China, by Mrs. Isabella Bird 
Bishop; “A Prisoner of the Khaleefa,” by 
Charles Neufeld, who will describe twelve years 
of captivity at Omdurman; in “ Quaint Corners 
of Ancient Empires” Michael Myers Shoe¬ 
maker will picture Southern India, Burma, 
and Manila; and “ Travels in Spain,” by an 
anonymous lady, will be reprinted from the 
second edition, published in 1692, and will 
have introduction and notes by Archer M. 
Huntington. Along array of books of great 
value will be found'listed under Arts and 
Sciences. Of educational value will be “ The 


Student’s Imperial Dictionary of the English 
Language,” edited by Rev. E. D. Price.

many marginal drawings and devices; and to 
" Bob : the Story of a Mocking-Bird,” in which 
Sidney Lanier tells of the adventures and joys 
of his pet mocking-bird in a manner that com¬ 
bines literary charm with a certain humorous 
philosophy, while the colored illustrations, por¬ 
traying a mocking-bird in all stages of its 
growth, have both artistic and scientific value.

To literature 
also belong the second series of Prof. Max 
Miiller’s reminiscences of " Auld Lang Syne,” 
to be devoted to glimpses of his life-work in 
the interpretation of the literature, philosophy, 
and religion of ancient India; “ The Authority 
of Criticism, and Other Essays,” by Prof. Will¬ 
iam P. Trent, of the University of the South; 
and—with some reservations—Robert Grant’s 
volume of "Searchlight Letters,” to be issued 
in companion form with his "Art of Living,” 
in which social, ethical, and other questions of 
ordinary life are discussed with shrewd humor 
and philosophy. A handsome illustrated work 
in preparation is "The Highest Andes,” Ed¬ 
ward A. Fitzgerald’s account of mountain 
climbing in South America, including his 
ascent of Mt. Aconagna, the loftiest mountain 
ever climbed, full of thrilling incidents and of 
important scientific information, with forty 
full-page illustrations and a comprehensive 
map. The camera again affords the material 
of literature in Alexander Black’s "Modern 
Daughters,” a companion to the author’s "Miss 
America,” depicting in photography and in 
witty text such "modern daughters” as the 
debutante, the chaperone, the club woman, the 
" gym.” girl, and their sisters; while for those 
who believe that nonsense is often the best 
sense there will be Oliver Herford’s delightful 
"Child’s Primer of Natural History,” which, 
with its absurd drawings and witty jingles, has 
charmed grown-up children in the Century 
Magazine for a year past. An interesting addi¬ 
tion to the records of the American stage will 
be " Mrs. John Drew’s Reminiscences,” rich in 
entertaining recollections of Macready, the 
elder Booth, Jefferson, Fanny Kemble, and of 
plays and players familiar to an earlier gener¬ 
ation of theatre-goers. For this John Drew has 
written an introduction, and old prints, por¬ 
traits, and views have been sought out and 
reproduced. Other new books of varied char¬ 
acter will be " Nooks and Corners of Old New 
York,” by Charles Hemstreet, in which chap¬ 
ters of old city history now closed and almost 
forgotten are again revealed; "The Pianoforte 
and its Music,” a new volume in the Music- 
Lover's Library , by H. E. Krehbiel; " France 
and Italy,” anotherof Imbert de Saint Amand’s 
historical studies, devoted to the Court of 
the Second Empire; and " The Hostess of To¬ 
day,” a book of social hints, by Linda Hall 
Larned, with drawings by Mary C. Clarke. In 
fiction there are a dozen attractive new titles. 
Richard Harding Davis will be represented by 
a volume of short stories, representing his work 
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for the last three years, to be called “The 
Lion and the Unicorn,” and by a new Olive 
Leather edition of his works, in six small six¬ 
teenmo volumes, with photogravure frontis¬ 
pieces, to be sold only in sets, and including 
this forthcoming book with his earlier stories, 
“ Gallegher,” “ Soldiers of Fortune,” “Cinder¬ 
ella,” and “ The King’s Jackal.” Joel Chandler 
Harris’s “ Chronicles of Aunt Minervy Ann” 
bids fair to set another original character—that 
of the typical Southern “mammy” — beside 
the immortal Uncle Remus; in “ The Ship of 
Stars ” Q. tells a strong love-story of his fa¬ 
miliar Cornish coast; “ Dionysius, the Weaver’s 
Heart’s Dearest” is the striking title of a post¬ 
humous novel by Blanche Willis Howard(Coun- 
tess von Teuffel,) set in the Swabian highlands; 
Bliss Perry will have a volume of short stories 
called “The Powers at Play;” a novel by 
“ Zack ” is promised, which will be called “ On 
Trial,” and is said to be at once a strong 
dramatic story and striking study of moral 
cowardice; while other titles include “The 
Yarn of a Bucko Mate,” by Herbert E. Ham¬ 
blen; “Dead Men Tell No Tales,” by E. W. 
Hornung; “ The White Mail,” a railroad novel, 
by Cy Warman; “ Sand and Cactus,” by Wol¬ 
cott Lillian Beard; and a new edition of Stock¬ 
ton’s delightful “ House of Martha.” In the 
serious fields of philosophy and theology there 
will be numerous accessions. Dr. Windel- 
band’s authoritative “ History of Ancient Phi¬ 
losophy ” will be issued in an authorized 
English translation by Herber Ernest Cush¬ 
man, of Tufts College; H. Clay Trumbull will 
add to his studies on ancient covenant customs 
a work on “ The Covenant of Salt; ” and addi¬ 
tions to the various religious series will include 
“ Proverbs,” by G. H. Foy, in the International 
Critical Commentary; “The Babylonians and 
Assyrians,” by A. H. Sayce, in the Semitic 
Series; and new volumes in the Gifford Lec¬ 
tures , the Historical Series for Bible Students , 
the Messages of the Bible , the Nicene and Post- 
Nicene Fathers> and the Epochs of Church His¬ 
tory . Titles of these and of several new edu¬ 
cational works are listed elsewhere under the 
headings Religion and Philosophy, and Edu¬ 
cation, Language, etc. Younger readers are, 
as usual, well provided for. There will be 
three new Henty books, “A Roving Com¬ 
mission,” telling of the Haytian revolution 
under Toussaint l’Ouverture; “Won by the 
Sword,” a tale of the thirty years’ war; and 
“ No Surrender,” dealing with the thrilling and 
tragic days when the VendSan peasants fought 
and died for their faith and their king. The note 
of adventure is again struck in John R. Spear’s 
stirring sea story, “A Fugitive;” in Paul du 
Chaillu’s narrative of a writer’s journey in “The 
Land of the Long Night;” and in Kirk Mun- 
roe’s naval tale, “ Midshipman Stuart; or, The 
Last Cruise of the Essex; ” while in “ The Ad¬ 
ventures of a Freshman,” Jesse Lynch Will¬ 
iams writes with vivacity and wholesome vigor 
of a modern college boy’s experiences. There 
will also be new cheaper editions of the 
Field-De Koven “ Songs of Childhood ” and 
“ The Stevenson Song-Book.” 

Charles Scribner’s Sons’ Importations.— 
As usual this line of the Scribner preparations 
offers almost irresistible temptations. New 
volumes will be added to the Gadshill edition 
of “Dickens’ Works and Life;” the Temple 


edition of “Scott’s Novels;” the Centenary 
edition of “Carlyle’s Works;” and to Cole¬ 
ridge and Prothero’s edition of “ Byron’s Poeti¬ 
cal and Prose Works.” There is to be a Thurston 
edition in ten volumes of “ The Novels of the 
Sisters Bront6; ” and a new edition in eight 
volumes of “The Spectator,” edited by G. 
Gregory Smith, and printed by Dent. The 
political conditions now agitating the world, 
with much physical geography and history of 
manners and customs, will be handled in 
“ Russia On the Pacific and Siberian Railway,” 
by “Vladimir,” author of the “China-Jajan 
War;” “A History of Italian Unity,” by 
Bolton King, covering the political history of 
Italy from 1814-1871 ; Robert Louis Steven¬ 
son’s “Edinburgh Days,” by E. Blantyne 
Simpson; “An Idler in Old France,” by 
Tighe Hopkins; and new editions of “The 
Reminiscences of Captain Gronow,” by Joseph 
Grego, being anecdotes of camp, court, clubs, 
and society, 1S10-1S60; “Chitral: the Story of 
a Minor Siege,” by G. S. Robertson ; and 
“The Philippine Islands,” a political, geo¬ 
graphical, social and commercial history of 
the Philippine Archipelago, by John Foreman. 
Samuel Rawson Gardiner’s “ Biography of 
Oliver Cromwell” will be brought out in an 
Edition de luxe with frontispiece in colors, 
twenty-nine full-page illustrations and twelve 
smaller ones, including many portraits ob¬ 
tained from rare originals. “The Cathedral 
Builders,” by Leader Scott, will have eighty 
full-page illustrations to beautify and explain 
the story of a great guild; “Authority and 
Archaeology, Sacred and Profane,” will be 
made up of essays, by S. R. Driver, E. A. 
Gardner, R. C. Headlam, and D. G. Hogarth ; 
and ” Greek Sculpture,” by A. L. Wherry, will 
have no illustrations. The new volume in the 
Contemporary Science Series will include “ His¬ 
tory of the European Fauna,” by R. F. Scharf; 
“ The Races of Man,” by J. Deniker, with 200 
illustrations; and “The Psychology of Re¬ 
ligion,” by Professor Starbuck, of Leland Stan¬ 
ford University; and “Local Government and 
State Aid ” will be the new addition to the Social 
Science Series. There will be new editions of 
“Mediaeval Music,” a historical sketch by R. 
C. Hope; and of Isaac Taylor’s “ History of 
the Alphabet.” Schoener's “ Rome” and Mrs. 
Denis’ “ Nicholas Poussin ” are noticed above 
among* the Scribner publications. The new 
English juveniles imported include “A Book 
of Birds,” by Carton Moore Park; “ The Little 
Browns,” by Mabel E. Watson; “ The Princess 
of Hearts,” a fairy tale bv Sheila E. Braine ; 
and “Round About Rhymes,” written and 
pictured by Mrs. Percy Dreamer. All these 
are profusely and artistically illustrated. 

George C. Shaw, 53 Pickering Building, 
Cincinnati, will publish a work of rare interest 
to natives of Ohio in “The Hesperian Tree: 
An Annual of the Ohio Valley, 1900;” John 
James Piatt is the editor, and the contributors 
include W. D. Howells, James Lane Allen, 
James Whitcomb Riley, John Hay. Murat Hal¬ 
stead, Mary Hartwell Catherwood, etc., while 
the artists who illustrate their text, also from 
Ohio, include the names of F. C. Steele, F. W. 
Cawein, T. C. Lindsay, and many others who 
do excellent work. Mr. Shaw has also in 
preparation “ A Self-Verifying Chronological 
History of Ancient Egypt, from the Foundation 
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of the Kingdom to the Beginning of the Per¬ 
sian Dynasty,” by Orlando P. Schmidt. 

Small, Maynard & Co.’s announcements 
promise interesting additions in their accus¬ 
tomed field of belles lettres, with a few excursions 
in other directions. The mirthfulness of holi¬ 
day literature will be increased by two new 
books, “An Alphabetof Celebrities,"combining 
the inimitable verses and pictures of Oliver 
Herford, with decorative borders, letters, and 
cover designs by Bertram Goodhue; and “In 
Case of Need,” a volume of delightful and 
absurd drawings, by Ralph Bergengren, whose 
queer and original conceptions are a manifesta¬ 
tion of American humor in a novel direction. 
Several new volumes of verse are promised. 
Father John Tabb, whose earnest lyrics and son¬ 
nets are known to so many, will make an inter¬ 
esting departure from his previous themes in 
“ Child Verse,” a book of “ poems grave and 
gay,” which should combine in striking degree 
the beauty of fancy and the simplicity of utter¬ 
ance that have won for him so wide an audi¬ 
ence, and with Goodhue’s quaint cover and 
end-paper decorations should make strong 
appeal to childish hearts; in “ The House of a 
Hundred Lights” Frederick Ridgely Torrence 
will have a volume of verse imbued with 
Oriental color and spirit, yet touching the 
lighter side of Eastern nature, rather than its 
passionate aspect as painted by Hafiz and 
Omar; while Richard Burton will add to his 
previous poems a collection of “Lyrics of 
Brotherhood,” in which he sounds that note of 
human sympathy and kinship that strikes a 
general appeal. Richard Hovey’s series of 
poetic Arthurian dramas will be continued by 
the publication of a fourth volume, “ Taliesin,” 
which is at the same time complete in itself; 
there will be a translation of Heredia’s beauti¬ 
ful sonnet sequence, “ The Trophies,” made by 
Frank Sewell, who is said to have caught the es¬ 
sence of the poet’s style and spirit; and Ernest 
Howard Crosby has made a new experiment in 
his “ Plain Talk in Psalm and Parable,” which 
will present in vigorous verse aspects of life and 
conduct as seen by the modern advocate of so¬ 
cial reform. “Mr. Dooley,” who “In Peace 
and In War” won fame in two continents, now 
takes his place “In the Hearts of His Coun¬ 
trymen ” with a new volume in which the men 
and affairs of to-day are subjected to thfe pun¬ 
gent philosophy of ArcheyRood, and are seen 
in the light of shrewd common sense and rich 
humor. There will be numerous additions to 
the useful little series of Beacon Biographies , 
comprising “John Brown,” by Joseph Edgar 
Chamberlin; “Aaron Burr,” by Henry Childs 
Merwin ; “ Frederick Douglass,” by Charles 
W. Chesnutt; “ Nathaniel Hawthorne,” by Mrs. 
James T. Fields; and “ Thomas Paine,” by El- 
lerv Sedgwick; while two volumes of general 
and timely interest will be “ The Future of the 
American Negro,” in which Booker T. Wash¬ 
ington, from his long experience and heartfelt 
enthusiasm in the work of negro advancement, 
surveys the terrible problem that confronts the 
republic, and points out the lines along which 
its solution should be sought; and “The Ter¬ 
ritorial Acquisitions of the United States,” a 
compact historical monograph on the “ expan¬ 
sion ” phase of current American history, by 
Edward Bicknell. Mention should also be 
made of “The Letters of Thomas Gray,” se¬ 


lected and edited by Henry Milnor Rideout; 
“ Things as They Are,” a volume of keen sa¬ 
tirical essays and fables, by Bolton Hall; and 
“Little Beasts of Field and Wood,” a nature 
book, by William Everett Cram, who writes 
with accurate knowledge and sympathetic in¬ 
terest of the “little brothers of the earth” 
common to our northwestern states, and who 
has illustrated his text with twenty-four re¬ 
markable full-page drawings. In fiction, 
Hervy White, of the John Crerar Library of 
Chicago, will have a strong novel dealing with 
the social contrasts so keenly marked in mod¬ 
ern city life, and called “Differences;” “A 
Local Habitation,” by Walter Leon Savage, 
will deal with the “ South End ” of Boston, and 
will paint the gaunt unloveliness of typical 
boarding-house life; in “The Loom of Des¬ 
tiny ” Arthur Y. Sturges will have a book of 
stories about street children; “The Surface of 
Things” is the title given to another book of 
short stories by Charles Waldstein ; and in 
“ Their Shadows Before” Pauline Carrington 
Bouve has written a dramatic romance of Nat 
Turner’s Insurrection in the Virginia of sev¬ 
enty years ago; while Florence Emerson’s vol¬ 
ume of “ Vagaries” are hardly so much short 
stories as they are sketches of life and char¬ 
acter, drawn withkeen dramatic instinct. 

Frederick A. Stokes Company are making 
ready a long line of publications and manufac¬ 
tures, including novels by popular authors, an 
unusual variety of handsome art-books and 
gift volumes, a bewildering variety of new and 
artistic calendars, and standard works in a 
large assortment of handsome bindings, spe¬ 
cially suitable for Christmas presents. For 
many years there has been no more important 
contribution to English art than will be “ The 
Life and Letters of John Everett Millais,” in 
two large volumes. This biography of the 
distinguished painter, who was one of the 
original founders of the pre-Raphaelite Broth¬ 
erhood, is written by his son. The work will 
be gotten up with great magnificence of illus¬ 
tration. The owners of Millais’ most famous 
pictures have generously given their consent 
to their reproduction in this biography, and up¬ 
wards of 200 pictures and sketches will appear, 
seven of the most celebrated being reproduced 
in photogravure. Millais was the friend of 
the leaders of his day in art, letters, and poli¬ 
tics, his home life was of the happiest, and the 
work will contain letters from the Queen, 
Gladstone, Beaconsfield, Lord Rosebery, etc., 
andillustrated communications from Landseer, 
Leech, and Du Maurier. A tempting gift- 
book will be “ Outdoor Pictures,” by Thure de 
Thulstrup, giving twenty-four pictures of out¬ 
door life at the races, following the hounds, 
skating at Van Cortland Park, on the links, etc., 
reproduced by a new color process in facsimile 
of the artist’s water-colors, and twelve half¬ 
tone engraving^ after the artist’s designs in 
black and white. Maud Humphrey has pre¬ 
pared her usual quota of artistic pictures for 
young and old, this time using her unrivalled 
talent at drawing children for a book, to be 
called “ Gallant Little Patriots,” showing little 
boys and girls in scenes and costumes sugges¬ 
tive of the late war; and the same illustrations 
are divided up into two smaller books, to be 
entitled 4 * Little Heroes and Heroines” and 
“ Little Soldiers and Sailors.”

Valu¬ 
able works of travel, very fully illustrated, will 
be “ Through New Guinea and Other Cannibal 
Countries,” by H. Cayley Webster, who, as 
late as 1893, found the natives of New Britain 
boasting of eating human flesh and holding 
slaves on purpose to eat themSiberia and 
Central Asia,” by John W. Bookwalter, a suc¬ 
cessful business man and a great manufacturer, 
who sheds much light from unexpected sides 
upon the Eastern question; and “ Western Life 
as Seen by Mr. E. W. Deming,” consisting of In¬ 
dian pictures and six facsimiles in water-colors 
by the author. From his material have also 
been prepared three interesting books for chil¬ 
dren: “Indian Child Life,” consisting of eighteen 
stories about Indian children, illustrated in fac¬ 
simile of water-colors; and two smaller books 
made from the same material, to be called “ Lit¬ 
tle Red People” and “Little Indian Folk.” 
Another beautifully illustrated book is “ The

new novel by Stephen Crane, who was corre¬ 
spondent in the Graeco-Turkish war, and takes 
his scenes from his experiences at that time; 
and “The Watchers,” by A. E. W. Mason, 
author of “The Courtship of Morrice Buckler,” 
with scene laid in the Scilly Islands. A col¬ 
lection of curious stories by Richard Marsh, 
which have already reached a third edition in 
England, will be issued under the title ‘' Curios: 
Some Strange Adventures of Two Bachelors;” 
and several other romances may be found in 
the classified list elsewhere under the heading 
Fiction. Young people also are to be well pro¬ 
vided for. “ Jack, the Young Ranchman,” by 
George Bird Grinnell, gives a boy’s adventures 
in the Rockies, and is illustrated by E. W.

“A Nobody’s Scrap-Book,” 
by Gordon Browne, the popular English artist 
for children, is specially notable. There will 
be over 125 calendars to choose from this year. 
They show the art of Thulstrup, Zogbaum, 
Maud Humphrey, Paul de Longpr6, Archie 


Gunn, and many more. These calendars are 
all of American manufacture, a fact of which 
the publishers are justly proud. There are 
still other attractions on the Stokes advertising 
pages, and in almost every department of the 
long list elsewhere are publications to be issued 
by this enterprising firm. 

Herbert S. Stone & Co. will publish “ The 
Life of William Makepeace Thackeray,” by 
Lewis Melville, a work of special interest, as 
being the first exhaustive biography of the 
great novelist. It will be in two handsome 
volumes, illustrated with portraits, facsimiles, 
and numerous drawings; it is intended to give 
a complete record of his life, from authentic 
sources, and it should adequately fill the gap 
in literary biography that has been caused by 
Thackeray’s reluctance to have his life set 
forth in detail before the public. They an¬ 
nounce several fine books of interest to lovers 
of the drama. The authorized biography of 
Sir Arthur Sullivan, by Arthur Lawrence, will 
be enjoyed by the many who have delighted 
in the famous composer's music, and will in¬ 
clude much interesting material relating to 
musical affairs; Amy Leslie has compiled a 
budget of reminiscences and anecdotes regard¬ 
ing “Some Players” of our own day, which 
will be brought out in a beautiful volume with 
100 full-page portraits and facsimiles of many 
letters and autographs, and will be issued in 
twoeditions, one being ofseventy-five numbered 
copies on Japan paper; there will be a book of 
fifty drawings of Henry Irving and Ellen Terry, 
by Gordon Craig, printed in colors, and show¬ 
ing the great actors in about ten different 
roles; while an attractive monograph upon Mrs.

the book-lover, edited by J. Potter Briscoe, 
chief librarian of Nottingham Public Library. 
These first three volumes are devoted to Cole¬ 
ridge’s “Table-Talk,” Herrick’s “Woman, 
Love, and Flowers,” and Leigh Hunt’s “ The 
World of Books.” The forthcoming volumes 
will be devoted to Keats, Marcus Aurelius, and 
Gay or Shelley. Later will be issued “ Pottery 
and Porcelain,” a guide to collectors, by Fred¬ 
erick Litchfield, with 150 illustrations, and an 
“ Illustrated History of Furniture,” by the 
same author, with about 300 illustrations. 
“ Saunterings in Bookland,” selected by Joseph 
Shaylor, will be a companion volume to “ The 
Pleasures of Literature; ” and there will be an 
Edition de luxe of Hans Christian Andersen’s 
“ Fairy Tales,” with introduction by the Rev. 
Dr. E. E. Hale, and upwards of 400 illustrations 
by Helen Stratton. 

The Union Press, (American Sunday- 
School Union,) Philadelphia, will issue this 
fall a Student’s edition of “ Schaff’s Dictionary 
of the Bible,” including biography, natural 
history, geography, topography, archneology, 
and literature of the Bible, with upwards of 400 
illustrations; “A Manual of Sunday-School 
Methods,” by the Rev. Dr. Addison Pinneo 
Foster, with complete index and bibliography; 
44 Handy Helps for Busy Workers,” by Edwin 


W. Rice; and also by the same author “The 
Heavenly City;” and “The Celestial Railroad,” 
Nathaniel Hawthorne’s satire on worldliness, 
which has become a classic in English litera¬ 
ture. They have also several books for the 
young, full titles of which appear in the pre¬ 
ceding list under the heading Juvenile Litera¬ 
ture. 

D. Van Nostrand Company have their 
usual long list of works of applied science and 
useful arts, of which full titles appear in the 
classified list under the heading Arts and 
Sciences. A book of great value will be 
“ Patents and How to Make Money Out of 
Them,” by W. B. Hutchinson, a member of the 
New York Bar. It is said to be the only book 
as yet published which gives all the practical 
details for securing patents, and also a list of 
needed inventions in which there will be 
money. 

Frederick Warne & Co. bring out Milton’s 
poetical works in an attractive pocket edition, 
uniform with their Bedford Shakespeare , the 
four small volumes being finely printed, well 
bound in cloth or morocco, and sold in a com¬ 
pact cloth or leather case. They announce an 
artistic nature book, “The Romance of the 
Wild Flowers,” by Edward Step, for which the 
author, his daughter, and T. Carreras have 
prepared a series of thirty-two full-page colored 
plates and over 200 text illustrations ; and a 
volume of “Stories from Shakespeare,” by 
M. Surties Townesend, issued in two attractive 
styles, with 100 illustrations by the author. In 
fiction there will be “ The Fortress of Yadasa,” 
a romantic historical tale, by Christian Lys; “A 
Day of Recompense,” by Silas K. Hocking ; 
an idyl of Tyrolean peasant life by Edith G. 
Hoare, called “A Faulty Courtship;” a new 
edition of Ohnet’s “ Ironmaster;” and “A Lost 
Identity,” a psychological romance by a new 
Australian writer, J. D. Hennessy. One of the 
burning questions in the English political and 
religious world is treated in George Cusack’s 
novel, “ Red Rag of Ritual; ” and G. J. Morley 
will have a detective story, called 44 ^5000 
Reward.” In books for young people first 
place should be given to the delightful holiday 
volume devoted to “ The Pelican Chorus ” and 
other nonsense songs by Edward Lear, which 
will have colored and text illustrations by Leslie 
Brooke, the artist of the Lang “Nursery 
Rhyme Book,” and will be welcomed by non- 
sense-lovers of all ages. There will also be 
“ My Friend Anne,” a romantic story for girls 
of the days of Henry vm. and of fair Mistress 
Boleyn, by Jessie Armstrong; 44 Dogs of War ” 
and “ The Fortunes of Claude,” tales of adven¬ 
ture, by Edgar Pickering; “ Hunting for Gold,” 
experiences in the Klondyke, and 44 Kings of the 
Sea,” dealing with the days of the Spanish 
Main, by Hume Nisbet; a volume of “ Travels 
for the Fireside,” by Gordon Stables ; “A Little 
Mother to the Others,” by Mrs. L. T. Meade ; 
and “ Bells of St. Clements,” by Mary H. 
Debenham. A pretty fairy tale will be “Prince 
Cheery-Heart,” by Helen Y. Inman ; and for 
even younger readers “Aunt Louisa’s Book of 
Animal Stories ” will be added to Aunt Louisa’s 
Instruction Books. Nursery literature, indeed, 
finds full representation in additions to the 
Columbia Series of Colored Toy-Books , the vari¬ 
ous Indestructible Object Books , and the new 
painting books, titles of which are given in our 
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classified list under the heading Juvenile. “The 
Language of Flowers ” will be added to the 
attractive series of birthday books issued by this 
house, which may now be had in two new’ styles 
of binding—in figured Dresden designs in 
boards and silk cloth, and in polished levant. 

The Werner Company have a reference 
work at once timely and comprehensive in 
their “ Universal Encyclopajdia,” in which spe¬ 
cial effort has been made to bring the record of 
art, science, and progress up to the immediate 
present. Among the special subjects treated 
in its twelve volumes are the Spanish-American 
war, with biographies of its chief actors, ac¬ 
counts of the new possessions of the United 
States in the Pacific and the West Indies, with 
lists of the new governments of the Hawaiian 
Islands, Philippines, Cuba, and Porto Rico; 
and special articles on Lord Kitchener, the 
Klondyke, and other topics of present interest; 
while special maps, plans, and illustrations add 
to the value of the work. They have in their 
Akron edition a series of two-volume sets of his¬ 
tories, biographies, or other standard works 
that are especially adapted for holiday or pres¬ 
entation purposes, while their list includes 
also such titles as Dumas’ “ Mary Stuart,” 
Masson’s “Study of Napoleon,” Eli Perkins’

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Gustav E. Stechert, the well-known im¬ 
porter and bookseller of New York, died sud¬ 
denly on the 25th inst., at his residence, 1369 
Dean Street, Brooklyn, N. Y., aged fifty-nine. 
We must defer to a future issue a fuller review 
of his business career. 

George Edward Pond, for many years an 
editorial writer on the staff of the New York 
Sun , died on the 22d inst. at his summer resi¬ 
dence at Spring Lake, N. J. Mr. Pond was 
born in Boston, March n, 1837, and was grad¬ 
uated from Harvard with the class of 1858 and 
from Harvard Law School in i860. For the next 
two years he practiced law, and from 1862 to 
1864 he served in the Civil War as a first lieu¬ 
tenant in a Massachusetts regiment. He then 


became associate editor of The Army and Navy 
Journal. When The Galaay was established in 
1866 he conducted its “ Driftwood ” department 
under the pseudonym of “Philip Quilibet,” 
until it went out of existence in 1877. His 
charming essays in this department attracted 
as much attention in their day as did those of 
Mr. Curtis’s “ Easy Chair.” In 1868 he be¬ 
came an editorial writer for the New York 
Times. When the Philadelphia Record was 
established in 1870, Mr. Pond became its edi- 
tor-in-chief, which position he filled until 1877 
when he returned to New York to join the 
editorial staff of the Sun. He was an authority 
on the art of war and wrote for Scribner’s 
Campaigns of the Civil JVar series the volume 
entitled “The Shenandoah Valley in 1864.” 
He assisted William Swinton in the writing of 
his “ Campaigns of the Army of the Potomac.”

He glances at the peculiarities of each Gospel, cites confirma- 
ions of their truth from the several Gospels, discusses their variations and alleged 
nconsistencies, and concludes that “ by undesigned coincidences, by indirect confir¬ 
mations, by unexpected corroborations, by natural and for the most part easily recon- 
ilable differences, scattered throughout these four histories, may we be abundantly 
onvinced of the truth and the harmony of the Gospels.”

Both the chapters devoted to Animal Lore and those devoted to 
D lant Lore treat of amulets, charms and divinations, omens, weather signs, and folk- 
nedicine. The book is a treasure-house of curious and fantastic theories and conse-

c THE DUTCH AND QUAKER COLONIES IN AMERICA. By 
John Fiske. With 8 Maps. 2 vols. crown 8vo, gilt top, $4.00. 

T HIS work, which is one of the most significant portions of Mr. Fiske’s American 
history, is a work of remarkable importance and probably the most distinctive 
:ontribution of this year to historical literature. It comes next in sequence to Mr. 
Fiske’s “ Beginnings of New England.” It begins with a concise survey of the politi- 
:al and social condition of the Netherlands in the Middle Ages, and the first chapter 
:oncludes with the mutterings of revolution soon after the accession of Philip. The 
second chapter points out the remarkable influence exerted by the Netherlands upon 
England from the fourteenth to the seventeenth century, and traces the rapid growth 
3f Dutch maritime power after 1580. The third chapter deals with the voyages of 
Verrazano and Hudson, and has something to say about Norumbega. Next comes the 
iounding of the Dutch West India Company and the earliest Dutch settlements on the 
Hudson River. Graphic sketches are given of the directors of New Netherland,— 
Van Twiller, Kieft, and Stuyvesant. The fortunes of the patroons, the disputes with 
the men of New England, Kieft’s terrible war with the Indians, and the struggles of 
:he Dutch colonists for self-government, are described with considerable detail. The 
:hanging relations between the governments of England and the Netherlands are 
ilways kept in sight, and the first volume comes to a dramatic conclusion with Stuy- 
^esant’s surrender of Manhattan to that most genial of conquerors, Colonel Nicolls. 
The second volume contains a description of the city of New York in 1680, an 
iccount of the Duke of York’s autocratic governors and their administrations, and a 
Drilliant narrative of the Leisler troubles. A sketch of the rise of the Quakers and 
:he early life of William Penn leads to the “ holy experiment ” of the founding of Penn¬ 
sylvania. A chapter entitled “The Citadel of America” gives the history of New 
Vork as the pivotal province in the great struggle with France, which began with 
;he accession of William III. ; it covers the administrations from Fletcher to Cosby, 
ending with the famous trial of Peter Zenger for libel. Sketches of Knickerbocker 
society and the Quaker commonwealth follow, and the volume ends with an account 
)f the results of the liberal Dutch and Quaker policy in introducing into North 
America a large population from France, Germany, and the north of Ireland.

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T HIS volume illustrates in some good degree the range and variety of Mr. Fiske’* 
intellectual interests. It includes science, evolution, biography, politica 
science, folk-lore, and the freak side of human nature. The three personal paper* 
concerning friends are models of brief biography, showing admirable discrimination 
generous appreciation, and noble sympathy. 

The other papers, notably A Century of Science, The Doctrine of Evolution, The 
Origins of Liberal Thought in America, and The Arbitration Treaty, are masterpiece* 
of broad survey, skill in grouping facts and tendencies, and condensing into a brieJ 
space the results of wide study and well-marshaled thoughts. The book is one o 
the most interesting and most valuable group of essays in recent literature.

The 
Nation says of it : “He gives us not only the most novel and entertaining relation of 
the insurrection yet written, but so far as it goes the most authentic. Mr. Flint was 
peculiarly fitted for his task.”

md he had an almost ideal public spirit, comprehending what was best for his town 
md State and country, and having the efficient will to bring it to pass. Mr. Emerson, 
vho was a shrewd judge of character, held Mr. Forbes to be an American of the 
loblest type. 

Mr. Forbes wrote an autobiography, which is highly interesting for its views of men 
md events and in its comments and reflections. As he was acquainted with nearly 
ill the leading Americans of his time, the personal allusions are numerous and of 
^reat interest. 

This autobiography has been carefully edited, and many letters by and to Mr. 
Forbes have been added. The book is one of the most notable which the year will

:he labor contract, the model employer, and Robert Owen the manufacturer, the au- 
:hor presents in concise form a large body of authentic and cheering information 
ibout “ employers’ institutions ” in Europe and America. The closing portion of the 
volume — on the direct dividend — is devoted to profit sharing. Extended accounts 
if four notable applications of this system and a careful summary of its present con- 
iition bring the narrative down to date. Like Professor Gilman’s work on “ Profit 
Sharing,” A Dividend to Labor should have much interest for liberal-minded employ¬ 
ers and students of social questions.

D R. GRIFFIS likes Holland very much, and the Hollanders seem to like Dr, 
Griffis equally well. He has made five journeys in Holland, has studied its 
history on the spot, has written of its virtues and glory ; and Holland has virtually ii 
not formally given him the freedom of all her cities, dikes, castles, and churches. In 
this book he gives in an unconventional way the rich results of his tour through Hoi 
land. He takes the eleven provinces in order, and tells what he saw and what 1k 
knows of the places visited, — describes the towns, the story of their battles anc 
sieges, their share in the Pilgrim inheritance. At Dokkum in Friesland he sees th( 
“giants’ graves,” the Frisian women with golden headplates, and the peasants whe 
naturally believe Friesland the mother-land of the whole world. 

On his journey he gathers legends, the stories of castles, the unwritten history ol 
the country ; at Middleburg he is peculiarly enthusiastic, for this is the native towr 
of the Dutch Reformed Church, the earliest stronghold of religious liberty, the cradk 
of English and American freedom. All this is merely a hint of the varied interest oj 
the book, which ends with a description of the Coronation of Queen Wilhelmina 
which Dr. Griffis had the good fortune to witness.

Disappointed, she goes to 
Europe, and he follows later to win her back. This is a meagre outline of an uncom¬ 
mon story. In the brilliant conversations and in the conduct of the narrative the 
author shows great familiarity with the actual life as well as with the ideals of a univer¬ 
sity. Much skill and subtle discrimination are evinced in picturing the gradual aliena¬ 
tion of husband and wife and in reuniting them when each better understands the 
other. The story is evidently written by one moving in a large world of thought and 
experience and is likely to cause no little discussion.

M R. MIFFLIN, whose remarkable mastery of the sonnet as well as his genuine 
poetic gift has been proved in the two volumes he has before printed, now under¬ 
takes the difficult task of reproducing in English sonnets poems of three of the 
most famous of Greek lyric poets. He does not attempt to give a strictly literal ren¬ 
dering, but to preserve the spirit of the original in an English form more poetical. This 
method, which would hardly satisfy pedantic scholarship, is infinitely wiser, since it 
presents these charming lyrics so as to delight lovers of poetry who do not read Greek, 
but to whom all genuine poetry is a joy. Mr. Mifflin’s sympathetic appreciation of 
Oriental life and manners adds a special grace to his translation.

B OTH the writer and the subject of this book strongly commend it to public atten¬ 
tion.

With a mind of uncommon originality, a poetic imagination, 
a profound love and reverence for truth, and a remarkable power of clear and forcible 
statement, he was of a character to illustrate and reinforce the truths he preached. 
He had the misfortune, or the good fortune, to be in advance of the main body of the 
ecclesiastical army to which he belonged; and this exposed him to the bullets of those 
in his rear as well as the arrows of those in front. He received both in the manliest 
fashion ; he could truthfully say : “ I have fought a good fight; I have kept the faith.” 
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And both the fighting and the keeping have given him a great name among American 
religious leaders.

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The Memoirs of Victor Hugo. 




THE great literary event of the year is the 
1 appearance simultaneously in Paris, New 
York and London of the long-looked-for Memoirs 
of Victor Hugo. The rights of translation and 
publication in the United States and Great Britain 
of this important work were acquired by the G. W. 
Dillingham Company from M. Paul Meurice, the 
celebrated playwright and novelist and Victor 
Hugo’s literary executor, who has written a preface 
specially for the English version, which is from the 
pen of John W. Harding. 

The Memoirs, which date back to 1825, when 
Hugo witnessed the coronation of Charles X. at 
Rheims, are of absorbing interest. They consti¬ 
tute a series of vivid pen pictures of persons whose 
names are writ large in the annals of French art, 
literature, politics, and the stage, and of events in 
which he took a leading part, events that shook 
the world and have their lasting pages in the his¬ 
tory of the nations. 

Some of the most piquant and interesting chap¬ 
ters in the work are those containing Hugo’s remi¬ 
niscences of the Court of the Tuileries when Louis 
Philippe was on the throne. The poet was in high 
favor with the Royal Family and the King was 
wont to make him his confidant. Louis Philippe 
expressed his views upon current political affairs 
unreservedly. The Emperor of Russia, he said, 
lacked tact and was a fool. Sir Robert Peel also 
found little favor in his sight, but he was a warm 
admirer of Pitt, whom he considered to be the 
greatest English statesman he had known. He 
explained to Hugo the methods of the Parliament, 
and mimicked a member of the House of Commons 
in the act of making a speech. All this was in 
relation to the dangerous tension between Great Britain and France over the protectorate of 
Haiti, which the King deplored. 

Louis Napoleon’s political d6but and his elevation to the presidency of the Republic were 
events that naturally impressed themselves upon Victor Hugo’s mind, and he details the first 
dinner given by the President after he had installed himself at the Elys6e, at which he was a 
guest. 

The stirring scenes in Paris during the Revolution of 1848, and the Siege of Paris in 1871. 
are described with a vividness and breadth that make these pages some of the finest ever penned 
by the master. 

In addition to the memoirs proper there are some miscellaneous essays and short stories. 
These are altogether charming and essentially Hugoesquc*. “ The Hovel,” “ The Easter Daisy,” 
“A Dream,” and “ Love in Prison,” are exquisite masterpieces. 

Some hitherto unpublished details of the execution of Louis XVI. and the arrival of Napo¬ 
leon I. in Paris, in 1815, which were recounted to the poet by eye-witnesses, are also given. 
The details of the execution were related to him by an old man. Hugo from these has pictured 
the scene with such inimitable art that one is positively chilled by the cold of that bleak, 
gloomy, January morning, and seems to witness the martyrdom of the “ King in White as a 
spectator in the bizarre, lugubrious crowd. 

The Memoirs form a most welcome and valuable addition to the works of Victor Hugo. No 
library will be complete, without it. Advance orders for nearly the entire first edition have 
already been received from bibliophiles anxious to secure first-edition copies.
